When vqu loaded lhe dem* song, you probably noticed a lot ol conlusmg-looking numbers 
and letters in the columns °' each black, Ttiest m call commands, and ttiey give you fur- 
■her control over the playback of each note. Look at the picture below. Reading from left to 
right on the top line, the lirsl Ifiree numbers are Ihe line number. This is (allowed by E-3. 
which is Ihe nate (E) and the njmher ol Ihe oelave (3). The nert digit inrJicales which sam- 
ple is being played, in this case number one. The following tmo digits are Ihe command 
number. The comma nil DC is the volume command. The two digits alter this are Ihe value 
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m in Ihe case) is playeiJ, it's played wilh a vol- 
ume level ol 30, Oetstseb uses volume levels lmm to 64. so 3D is about hall of full 
volume . II no roluiM command is used, (he sample is played al lull volume. Volumes are 
speciriEd in decimal sul mostol Ihe other commands require hexadecimal values, 
Unfortunately we don't have room here to go into an explanation of hexadecimal. 
Basically, instead al using base ID like decimal, hexadecimal uses has e 16. Aller 9, hex 
goes on to A, B. C. 0. E and F. F is followed by 10. 11 , 12, 13,. .1 9, 1A, 1B etc. Ask a 
malhs bollin to explain il thai makes no sense, 

There's a list ol all the commands in the Commands document on the OtfaMfD disk. 
Read this lor details on the res! of the commands. We'll cover the commands in more 
delail m to 1 1 aw- up tutorials In lulu re issues. 



To move through the various 

samples in the song, use the SHIFT 
key along with the left and right arrow 
keys. You'll see the name of the 
selecled sample change as you 
move Ifom one to another. Have a 
prod with each sample, and see if 
you can knock out a little riff or 
rhythm. To try out some ol the other 
samples on the disk, use shift and 
the arrow keys to move to a blank 
sample spot, then click on the FILES 
button, Move up and down through 
the directory listing and dick on the 
name of the sample that you ward to 
load, and then click the LOAD INSTR 
button. You can play back your new 
sample from the keyboard as before. 
To return to the main song editor, 
click the button in the top-right corner 
of the screen marked with four sets 
ot horizontal lines, as seen below. 



ALTERING THE SONG 

Instead of clearing the whole song 
and attempting to make a new one 
from scratch, try making your own 
amendments to the song you've got 
loaded Follow these steps to put a 
simple bass drum beat on the first 
block in the song. 

1. Hold down the shift key and the 
left arrow key together until the first 
instrument (909 kick) appears in the 
instrumenl box.

Now you can have a go at recording 

a whole new block.. The first thing to 
do is set up a new blank block, Do 
this by clicking the BLOCK button, 
followed by NEW BLQCK. Use shift 
and the down arrow to get to your 
new block, which will be number 23. 
Lay down a simple beal like you just 
did for the first block. This will act as 
a metronome. Sel Ihe block playing 
by clicking the PLAY BLOCK button 
from the PLAY panel. 
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Select another sample, such as 
Chewy organ 2' tor example Take 
OcfaMED out ol edit mode, move 
the little red square across to 
another track, and try out some rifts 
on the keyboard, while the bass 
drum bangs out the simple beat.

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With a new block under your belt, 
you can now add it to the song, For 
now, let's add the block to the start of 
the song, From the PLAY panel, 
locate the up and down arrow but- 
tons in the top left comer of the 
screen.

Click 
the top arrow that's capped with a 
horizontal line - this takes you to the 
stan: ot the song. Click the INS button 
that has the down arrow beside it to 
insert the current block into the 
sequence.

SAVING A SONG 

At various points in the creation of 
your song, it's a good idea to save it 
out to disk. Gel your blank formatted 
disk that you prepared earlier [if you 
booted from Workbench or a hard 
drive, you can format one now if you 
didn't before). Click on the FILES 
button to access the file requester. 
and wait for any disk activity to finish. 
Insert your blank disk into the internal 
drive, and click gn DFO: in the 
devices list on the right of the screen. 
A directory listing of the blank disk 
will appear on the left of the screen, 
which will just show the tras heart as 
the disk is empty at the moment. 

Click in the FILE slot, type in the 
name of your song and press return. 
Now click the SAVE SONG button. 
This will save out your song (or mod- 
ule as it's also referred to) complete 
with all the samples that it uses. The 
song on the coverdisk was saved 
without its samples. 

We were able to do this as all the 
samples it uses are in the same 
directory on the disk, and are there- 
fore loaded automatically when you 
load the song. The advantage ot this 
is that the song file without the sam- 
ples only takes up 26K, as opposed 
to the 171 K taken up by the same

To switch between saving the 
song with the samples and without, 
click either the M0D1r>INSTfi) but- 
ton or the M0D1 (NOINSTR), the first 
of which will save with the samples, 
the second without. There are also 
two other save formats: WIODO (OLD) 
and ST-MODULE. MODO (OLD) is 
the format used by older versions of 
MED, OctaMEDs. forerunner, 
included for backwards compatibility. 
ST- MODULE saves Out songs in 
standard Soundtracker module for- 
mat, This is a valuable option, as it 
gives compatibility with all kinds of 
software, There are a few points to 
bear in mind when using this option, 
such as having to use the more 
approximate secondary tempo. 

In general, you'll probably find' il 
best to save out your songs with the 
samples. These can then be played 
independently of the main OctaMED 
program, via the OctaMED Player 
utility. If the OctaMED Player pro- 
gram is present on the same disk as 
the song file, you can play the song 
Irom Workbench by double-clicking 
its icon. Alternatively, you can run the 
player Irom CLI or SHELL with the 
command OCTAMEDP LAYER song- 
name (return). For the CLI method to 
work, OctaMED Player will have to 
be in either the current directory or

SPINS OUT THEIR 
EASTER SURPRISE 

Commodore UK have exclusively revealed to CU AMIGA that 
they are readying an A1200 CD-ROM drive and a new 
A4O00 tower system. 

Commodore UK boss David Pleasance told CU 
AMIGA that they have the CO- ROM drive ready 
to ship and thai it would be formally 
announced at the Spring European 
Computer Trade Show {April 10-13, 1994). 
He said I hat they are endeavouring to 
achieve a price point that is both suit- 
able and competitive, for the UK. 
Industry insiders speculate that a 
pncepoinl of £199 is likely. 
Mr. Pleasance attributed the 
delays in announcing the drive lo 
technical difficulties which pre- 
vented them from supporting their 
customers as they would like. 
A1200 owners want a CO-ROM 
drive which gives them compati- 
bility wilh the advanced CD 32 
games now appearing. But, 
whilst the new CD-ROM drive 
will give them this ability, ii will 
not have the FMV module 
upgrade facility users may need 
in the future. 

Commodore feel that this 
omission of the FMV facility places 
them in a no win situation: eilher 
they continue delaying in the hope 
that Iheir West Chester based R&D 
teams will find a way of incorporating 
an FMV upgrade, or ship the drive 
' without this ability. Either way, they will 
be criticised - as it is oftier magazines 
. have already attacked them for not ship- 
ping the drive. In fact, one other well known 
Amiga magazine emphatically stated only last 
month that Commodore would not ship the CD- 
BOM drive at all! 

David Pleasance and Commodore have thus felt

THE AMIGA CD PAST AND PRESENT 

CD-ROM drives on the Amiga have a long and 
chequered history, ranging from pretty dismal fail- 
ures to massive hits. 

The first Amigia CD based product was the 
doomed CDTV, This was essentially a CD32 of its 
day: take an Amiga, remove the keyboard and disk 
drive and throw in a CD-ROM drive tor good mea- 
sure. Unfortunately, a confused marketing plan, 
uncompetitive price and under specified hardware 
ensured the CDTV never gained the popularity it 
deserved. Now !he CDTV is practically forgotten, 
although if you shop around you can still find the 
odd one hovering around. 

Following on from (he CDTV was the imagina- 
tively named A570. This was a custom CD-ROM 
drive for A500 Plus systems, plugging into the side 
of the A500. Despite a shaky start it was a reason- 
able success, although only after the price had 
come down to under £100. 

The last CD development from Commodore 
was unveiled late fast year; the CD32 This was 
similar in concept to the earlier CDTV, but had sev- 
eral major advantages. Whereas the CDTV was 
only equal, if not inlenor, to its console Competitors 
and latterly the Philips CD-i system, Commodore's 
latest development is technically superior to any- 
thing Sega and Nintendo have, whilst also being 
very competitive on price. The result is that the 
■2 is now rapidly gaining acceptance as one or the most popular games consoles available and 
has almost certainly established Commodore as a major player m the CD-ROM market of the future.

Commodore also revealed at ECTS their new A4000 lower system - the A4000T. The new system will 
feature an 68040 processor running at 25MHz, 2Mb Of CHIP RAW. 4Mb Of FAST RAM. five Zorrow 
tl ill expansion slots, iwo video slois. and four PC/AT slots. The new Amiga will also have boih IDE 
and 16-bii SCSI-2 hard drive interfaces. There will also be live externally accessible drive bays lor

FASTER FAX MODEM 



First Computer Centre has announced details 
of a new, ultra fast, modem for Amiga users. The 
Supra FaxModem 288 can operate at up to 28,800 
bos, can upgrade its ROM (through the use of 
z ashROM) and is based around the Rockwell 
v.FC (V. Fast Class) chipset. 

The Supra modem, with a price of £284 includ- 




ing VAT, is considerably fasier than other modems 
in this price band, and is faster than mcsi oiher 
modems currently available. However, until other 
modem users also start using modems of this 
speed, there will not be a lot of opportunities to 
take advantage of the speed increase. 

The modem itseit can achieve a data transfer 
rate of 1 15. 200Kb. However, the 
internal Circuitry of Ihe Amiga 
can only transfer data reliably at 
speeds of up to 57.6Kb. and 
even (his is only possible on the 
Amiga 1200 and other Amigas 
with either an accelerated 68000 
or faster processor.

A new accelerator has been launched that directly 
competes with GVP's, CU AMIGA Top Rated, 
A 1230-11. The Blizzard A 1230- II Turbo Board offers 
similar specification to GVP's A1230-H and like 
GVP's board it is available in a variety of configura- 
tions, including 40 or 50MHz processor speed, with 
or without MMU and maths co-processor.

On March 2nd, 1994 at approx- 
imately T0:30 am Chris 
Barrie, siar of TV's Red 
Dwarf and The Brittas Empire, spoke 
the immortal words "It's a rather well- 
made catapult, if I say so myself." 
That line might not mean much to 
you at the moment, hut it is the first 
step towards a new kind of computer 
game - CD-ROM titles featuring 
well-known TV and film celebrities. 
It's already happening in the US, 
where everyone from Donald 
Pleasance to Deborah Harry has 
appeared in computer games.. Chris 
Barrie is starring in the first UK pro- 
duced game of its kind, the brilliant 
Simon The Sorcerer by 
Adventu resort, as exclusively pre- 
viewed last month in CU AMIGA. 

SIMPLE SIMON 

If you've played Simon, you'll know 
it's a graphic adventure along the 
lines of Monkey Island, only with far 
more humour and stranger charac- 
ters. Dreamt up by Simon 
Woodroffe, it's a tale of romance and 
adventure in a faraway land, with 
hormonal ly-imba lanced teenagers, 
bureaucratic dwarves, wizards with 
unconvincing Devon accents and a 
dragon with a cold. The key lo Ihe 
game is conversation, with 




all the lines shown as text above the 
sprites, and it's the charm that 
comes Irom the conversation thai 
has made the game a smash hit on 
floppy formats. The move lo CD has 
seen all ihe lines being spoken by 
actors such as Chris Barrie and 
Roger Blake, long time Spitting 
image voice expert.

We 
asked him why. 

-Two reasons. One is that the 
market is obviously moving towards 
CD at a great pace, and ihe olher is 
the advantages the CD media gives 
us are very interesting,.* said Mike 
with a wry smile. 

"Not only from a quality of product 
point of view, but also a kick the 
pi rales in the crotch point of view. 
We have done some figures already 
on product, and there are several 
CD32 producis thai have sold in the 
20, 000 unit mark, and Microcosm 
was released last week and did 
14,000 gnits on day one, 

"Now, if you look at the number of 
units of CD titles being sold, and 
compare that with the number of 
machines in the market, you'll find 
that a very high percentage of 
machine owners are buying games. 
Then look at the Amiga, and see the 
percentage that you sell against the 
amount of machines in the market, 
and you can only come out with two 
conclusions. Either only a very low 
percentage of Amiga owners play 
games, or a high percentage of 
Amiga owners play from pirated 
copies. You can draw your own con- 
clusions. The CD media stops most 
ot that. Iff I never stop the commer- 
cial pirate - the man who wants to 
counterfeit your product, but 
because of the economics involved 
in copying a CD product, it'll cut out 
an awful lot ot it. 

"The media is a lot better for us 
on the profit side of things too, as 
well as creating better games. We 
can put a lot more into a game, such 
as the large amounts of audio, we 
can pui a soundtrack, graphics - we » 
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can fil huge amounts onto the CD. 
My personal belief is that audio is the 
thing to use it for. The CD doesn't 

make trie machine itseii any more 
capable. It will only display the same 
amount Ol pixels on the screen, it will 
only display the same amount ot 
colours, the animation won't move 
any faster as it doesn't improve the 
speed of the processor, but what it 
does give you is an enormous 
amount ol storage space, and the one 
thing that really takes up space is 
digitised audio. So by using that 
space on the CD to hold and then 
playback the compact disc sound, it 
makes an enormous difference to the 
end user, as everyone will see when 
they play Simon CD."

"We'd looked at other prod- 
ucts that had used the 
technology before, The one we 
really examined was Day OS 
The Tentacle, and we felt that 
the acting on that was very 
poor, and I hat we could do a 
better job. It was quite by 
chance that we found K&A 
Productions/ (A CD-ROM 
audio/video production learn 
composed of director Patrick 
Kelly and CU AMIGA'S very own 
enterprising Tony Dillon) 

Putting all ol ihis audio on CD 
certainly makes the game more 
entertaining, especially for you — 
doing voices for some of Simon she 
Sorcerer's characters must be fun, 
no? "Of the scenes we've got 
together, the real shining hours have 
to be the woodworm - the wood- 
worm are a riot. It really works well - 
it's a hoot!" says Mike. 

Thirteen hours of recording and 
countless late nights later and the 
audio is completed: a 300 page 
scnpt pulled onto eight hours of 
audio! A daunting task for all 
involved in the production, 
it was a big job. but in a way it 
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was only really half the worltload I'm 
used to, After working in broadcast 
and video media for so long, I'm used 
'i supplying the video tirst and 
len the audio. That in itself made 
it look quite easy, but the one 
thing that did make the job diffi- 
cult was the exactness required 
ot the script. The emphasis, the 
verbal inference and the way that 
each sentence was treated was 
much more critical than any 
visual and audio production 
would have been. There wasnl 
a set up lor what the people 
were doing:, there wasn't a facial 
expression, there wasn't a body 
action that the actors could give. 
That made it interesting, not 
unlike the work I've done in dub- 
bing foreign language versions 
of shows I've done." said 
Patrick Kelly Ol K&A. 

"In a way it was very much 
like producing a radio play," 
adds Tony 'Corporate' Dillon.

Games like Activision's Return to 
Zork and Mindscape's futuristic 
games how, Megarace are already 
well down the FMV road but the BIG 
game on the horizon is US Gold's 
Under a Killing Moon, a crime story 
starring Brian Keith (Young Guns 
and several US TV series} and 
Margot Kidder (best remembered for 
her role as Lois Lane opposite 
Christopher Reeves' Superman). 




Using (he latest chromakey filming 
techniques and high resolution back- 
grounds, Under a Killing Moon is 
currently state-of-the-art, a game 
1 hat's proving to be so big it will need 
at least two CDs lor the PC version. 

So, as the ties between the 
games industry and the movie 
industry edge closer and closer 
together, perhaps film studios will 
start shooting footage tor computer 
games at the same time they shoot 
their movies? This has already hap- 
pened with the 3 DO game of 
Sylvester Stallone's Demolition 
Man, and so there's no real reason 
why it can't happen 
again. 

The computer industry 
is going through a period 
of massive growth and 
even the big film studios 
like MCA/Universal, 
MOM and Disney realise 
the potential. Even 
Steven Spielberg is get- 
ting in on the act with a 
CD game called The Dig. 
Where will it all end? Will 
Clint Eastwood want to 
direct a CD32 version of 
Mad Dog Macree? 

Production costs on 
games are already soar- 
ing and developers are

WHAT ABOUT US? 

Although not incorporating FMV, 
Simon the Sorcerer will show what 
can be done in the UK to spice up 
games by using the CD32s audio 
capabilities. Mass market Hollywood 
games may seem a long way oft 
though, when you consider the cost 
of producing them using real actors 
(and I'm not talking second rate 
Americans), and consider the size of 
the CD 32 user base -the figures 
don't jus! don't add up at the 
moment. But as the number of 
CD32 users increases, if full CD anfl 
FMV eompatibiltiy comes to the 
A120Q and software publishers bet-

making of Space 
Academy* 



Last month we took a first look at 
Space Academy, I he CD spe- 
cific game being developed by 
The Stellar Genesis Agency. This 
month we dragged John Jones 
Steele away from his A4000 key- 
board to tell us exactly what he's up 
to, it's month two, and it's time to 
get fight into the job of completing 
the full design of the game. Once 
that's done and accepted, the real 
production work can start. 

THE BEGINNINGS 

"The outline called for three main 
areas to the game, building i which 
is a modern skyscraper, building 2 
which was unspecified and a final 
spaceship area. Dave's lirst task 
was to work out the outline shape of 
the first building, with this done 
a final decision on the number of 
rooms in each level had to be made. 
We knew the size we wanted the 
game to be and that determined the 
level size. 

"To get variation in the game, we 
decided that we would split the 
design ol the levels between us. As 
it turned out, Dave's levels were 
both more interesting and more 
complicated than my designs, for 
example, my designs had only a few 
mulli-level rooms where Dave's had 
most rooms multi-level, with lots of 
the levels only connecting when you 



have solved lots of puzzles - so in 
the end most of the levels bear his 
artistic slant. The work for building 1 
alone, took up the best part ot two 
weeks, but the end result has cer- 
tainly justified all the effort." 

After the first drawings were 
done, it was time to get out the 
balsa wood and start building mod- 
els of the rooms, as John explains. 

"Once the levels were complete, we 
could then begin adding the doors 
and switches. Having the whole 30 
room available Irom the models 
means that problems like putting 
switches in places that cannot be 
seen is impossible (unless we 
decide Ihey should be hidden from 
the player!}. It is very easy when 
designing only on paper for objects 
to become hidden, but by having the 
3D models, we can see exactly 
where things can be placed so as to 
be visible from all angles."

Time to cripple the artist, as they 
say in Russia. (Do they?}. 
"We were now in a position to make 
final decisions on some ol the con 
strain's that Dave would have to 
work to while producing the artwork, 
sprites and backgrounds. With 256 
colours lo work with, we decided to 
allocate 128 colours for sprites and 
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128 for backgrounds- Each room in 
tie gam© has its own character and 

iw palette will change lor each one 
Some rooms are part of an office 
environment and have the obliga- 
tory filing cabinets and video 
terminals, others are part of labora- 
tory complexes and have retorts 
aid Bonsen burners on benches. 
Th©fe are shopping malls and unfur- 
nished areas. Building 2 is set in an 
3 a castle, which has been mod- 
ernised in certain areas and has a 
mixture of hi-tech and Mediaeval in 
an anachronistic environment. The 
space-ship is of an obsolete 

design given to the Space 
Academy to train the 
cadets ready to enter 
the full Space 
Service."

Dave 
has been out 
with his video 
camera looking 
for interesting 
textures for walls 
and floors, rather 
than using the 
usual approach, ie. 




drawing them, which he then grabs 
and inputs into the Amiga with 
Vidi(l2) Amiga as a 16 colour grey- 
scale. He then maps this into the 
palette for a particular room and 
saves them in his textures library. 
This gives a lot more character to 
the room, and allows for realistic 
textures like wooden wall panels, 
parquet tile flooring, bare concrete 
walls, glass panelling or even bare 
rock. 

ROUGHING IT 

"So that I can make a start on the 
programming, we had already 
decided to create all the rooms as 
rough mockups (see accompanying 
screen shots}. This would allow me 
to create all the collision detection 
maps and gel the characters to 
move around, without having to wait 
weeks for finished artwork. In our 
discussions with Steve Whittle from 
Mindscape (our producer on this 
project) it also became apparent 
that this would be a huge benefit tor 
the project as a whole. 

"Normally during a game, it is 
only in the very Final stages that the 
game testers can really hammer a 
game and find the bugs, but wilh 
this game, as a level is completed 
with all the rough graphics, we can 
hand it over to the Quality 
Assurance department and get early 
leedback. Once passed, the finished 
artwork can be slotted in without 
eflecting the gameplay at all, 

This also applies to the character 
sprites, the initial version of the 
game has all the characters 'ice- 
skating' across the screen (Dave 




has produced versions 
of the main characters 
facing in the 8 directions 
required but without 
the walking ani- 
mations, hence 
the sliding look 
as the initial j 
work round), 
but as the am- 1 
[nations 
appear, the 
game takes on 
more of a fin- 
ished look," 

As with all games, the pre- 
sentation is very important, and 
SGA have started considering that

The 
first player to knock down all of the 
other player's characters wins, This 
makes for some very long, and very 
exciting games. 

Body Blows Galactic was far loo 
easy in my opinion (I finished on my 
first go!), with most characters easily 
beaten by using the same move over 



and over again. However, the intelli- 
gence has been greatly improved for 
Ultimate Body Blows, and lhat partic- 
ular tactic justdoesn'tworkany 
more. Interestingly enough, you cant 
even use similar tactics with different 
characters, as everyone reacts differ- 
ently. For the first time on an Amiga 
beat 'em up, as tar as I am con- 
cerned, there is enough difference 
between characters lor people to tie 
able to specialise. Some people will 
be Maria players, while others will 
only feel at home with Junior. I can 
see a let of praciice going on during 
office hours, let me tell you.

not sound all that exciting to some 
people, but I haven't explained |he 
myriad of ways in which you can 
actually hit your opponent.

(Turbo 2 is practi- 
cally impossible to play - you just 
can't follow Ifie computer!). Single 
player and two-player are only to be 
expected, but tournament (with four 
or eight players) and Tag Team are 
more original approaches, Tag Team 
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it's a great looking game. 

If only I could say the same for 
the sound. Unfortunately, Ultimate 
Body Blows uses the same samples 
as the original game, meaning that 
Ihe characters spout the same uniri- 
telligible drivel at the end of the each 
match. I had hoped with the CD lhat 
Ihey might have something more to 
say, or that the sound effects would 
have been beefed up a bit, but no 
luck. It doesnl really detract from the 
game very much, but it's a shame 
nonelheless. The other problem is 
that movement is still a tad jerky, but 
it remains better than most. 

Ultimate Body Blows is a cracking 
game, and one hell of a beal em up. 
The sheer number of characters to 
learn means thai you'll spend ages 
just getting lo grips with (he whole 
thing. As for two-player games.,, gel 
some friends in and go for it! '2>

All this 
techie talk basically means that whatever kind of software you want, utilities, 
games, virus killers - you name it, there's certain to be an equivalent, some- 
times better, version available in a PD library, for a fraction of the commercial 
cost, The storage space provided by CD-ROM makes it ideal lor games collec- 
tions and PD makes ideal fillers - hence Ihese two compilation CDs.

The pick-ups littered around the 
pitch, such as disembowelling 
swords and grenades that make a 
real mess of the opposition, add a lot 
lo the gameplay. And! - If there are 
no pick-ups around, you can punch 
someone's head off and use it as a 
weapon instead. (Controversial eh?) 

Another macabre, bul I suppose 
you could say, realistic, feature is the 
tact that bodies stay on the pitch after 
you have killed them, Graphically, the 
sprites are good looking, but remain 
Ihe same throughout the basic Viking 
teams. However, there are some 
good opposing teams that look like 
over sized lizards, goats, rhinos and 
so on. What lets Brutal Football down 
is their movement. The action is last, 
especially when your players have 
been souped up in the locker room, 
but the movement isn't all that 
smooth. In general the the gameplay 
isn't affected very much though, it's 
really only noticeable when there is a 
large crowd ol players in one place 
scrambling for the ball. 

Brutal Football is good, clean 
(well, lots of blood, sweal and black 
pudding never hurt anyone) fun, and 
really comes alive when played in 
iwo-player mode!

CD films are all finished titles, and 
are available now in PAL format. 

Video CDs come in normal size 
CD jewel cases, but are actually 
double albums, ie they contain two 
CDs, The reason tor this is that 
each Video CD can only hold 72 
minutes of film and sound, while the 
average length of a film is over 1 10 
minutes - hence two CDs. And 
before anyone raises questions 
about it being inconvenient having 
two CDs, I'll point oui that 
LaserDiscs (the numero uno format 
for home film buffs) have been 
using two discs for a long time and 
it has proved a popular system. 

We studied the films on a state- 
of-the-art 29" Sony S29 TV with a 
Donnon AVC-3200 ProLogic ampli 
fier. This allowed us to try out the 
sound and test the picture quality. 

The various films were all simi- 
lar, with good colour quality and 
stable picture reception, There 
weren't any of the tracking prob- 
lems, saturated colour or noise 
Often associated with videos. 

One problem, however, was that 
in moments of intense activity on 
screen some of the tine detail of the 
picture was. lost and the squares 
that make up the signal became vis- 
ible. This happened in Black Rain. 
With MPEG encoding process this 
loss of picture quality is normally 
counteracted by softening the pic- 
ture and taking the edge off the 
squares, -making them less 
visible, However, the little squares 
were was still there in some places 
in parts of Black Rain.

where there is a tot vertical move- 
ment there was a slight ferkiness in 
overall picture movement. Whether 
Ihis is the result of the MPEG encod- 
ing (see CU Amiga March '94) or 
poor NTSC to PAL conversion 
remains to be seen. 

SWEET MUSIC 

All of the four films feature not just 
stereo sound of CD quality, but also 
Dolby Surround Sound. So, linking 
your CD32 to a Hi-Fi when watching 
these films will give you an experi 
ence tar beyond normal VMS, Whilst 
normal VHS will give you stereo 
sound, the clarity and depth of the 
sound from these discs leaves VHS 
sound for dead. 

And if you happen to have a 
ProLogic amplifier and speakers 
you'll never need to go to the cinema 
again! Dolby ProLogic is a system of 
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CD32, plug 
in an FMV module 
and movies on CD 
are yours. But are 
these movies as 
good as traditional 



VHS, and how do 
they compare to 
LaserDisc? Andy 
Leaning grabs the 
popcorn, talks 
loudly and snogs in 
the back row as he 
seeks out new 
movie frontiers. 

encoding extra audio information into 
the normal stereo signal, When 
played back via a ProLogic amplifier, 
connected to four or five speakers, 
Uhe information is decoded and the 
sound is distributed to the speakers 
(which are placed in front and behind 
you) giving the effect Of the sound 
coming bom all around you. In all four 
movies that we tested, the results are 
simply stunning. Now all we need is 
for Amiga games developers to get 
hold of this idea and start encoding 
Surround Sound in CD32 games!!! 

IT'S A KNOCKOUT 

Films on CD - great concept, great 
implementation. For picture quality 
these CDs easily rival video, for 
sound there's simply no competi- 
tion, they walk all over VHS. Whilst 
the occasional loss of fine picture 
detail means they aren't yet up to 
the standards of LaserDisc, 
VideoCD film is much better than 
normal VHS video. I'll certainly be 
switching to Video CD in future. (3J>

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Toby Simpson has spent the 
last six months developing a 
game That can only really be 
described as bigger and better than 
the world's first true CD32 game. 
"It's difficult to describe -it as a 
sequel because I wouldn't/ begins 
Toby Irom his Millennium office. 1 
would describe it as another game 
that happens to operate in the same 
world as Diggers, A sequel would 
imply a Jogical progression from (he 
original game, which this isn't. It's a 
completely new storyline." 

WAT OUT MAN 

Diggers had a fairly 'way out there' 
plot. For this game, Toby's gone 
even f urine* 1 , creating a complete his- 
tory for Hie game environment and 
then selecting this chapter for the 
actual game. 

"If you look at this game as being 
I he present day r then trie original 
Diggers game happened about a 120 
years ago, and the business leading 
up to this game started about 2,000 
years ago when the rather peaceful. 
scientific, friendly good guys were 
getting attacked quite violently by the 
Quarian Empire, the big uflly green 
guys in Diggers. 

"The Flinards weren't aggressive 
at all, only defending themselves. 
and so started losing a tot of their 
land. So they sal down in their labs 
and decided to try and work out a 
system. They finally invented this 
thing called the Flinargian Machine, 
which, much to the astonishment of 
the warriors laying siege to their capi- 
tal city, ripped the whole city up into 
twenty four large chunks of land, and 
floated them several thousand feet 
into the sky, nicely out of harm's way 
since the planet Zarg had not 
invented much in the way of flying 
machines at the this point. And that's 
where the Flinards stayed. 

"Only recently, the Zarg Mineral 
Trading Authority, who effectively run 
the planet are beginning to get a bit 
upsei about the rising cost of mining 




the planet, purely because all the 
jewels near the surface have been 
mined, Thus they have to mine fur- 
ther and further down. Whal they 
really want is one of these flinard 
machines, because then all they

"Life is made a irttle more difficult by 
the fact that fuel efficiency wasn'l top 
of the priority lisl on this trading 
authority ship, and in lad one of the 
biggest problems you've got is Ibal 
you can only really do one journey at 
a lime, so you need to mine enough 
fuel to get you from land to land. On 
top of that you've got the added prob- 
lem of people like the privateers, an 
alien race who just appear - they 
know you're there, it's public knowl- 
edge - and they know you're going to 
be mining jewels. They can't be both- 
ered to do it themselves, so they 
appear, steal everything in sight.and 
then runoff again."

You have to agree that it certainly 
looks a lot better than Diggers. Some 
would say that Diggers looked a little 
Hat and uninteresting , something 
Toby has taken to heart, "From a dis- 
play point of view, this is much, much 
more colourful. We have in excess of 
300 colours on the main game 
screen at any given time. This game 
uses 256 colours for all its base 



graphics, and all the panels and 
stuff like that have their own 
palettes, plus the background 
sprites and the sky also have 
their own colours. Which looks 
quite pretty. AH of the real 
graphics are being put in now, all of

looks nice. There's this 
two headed creature 
(hat works in the shop 
who looks really weird, 
twitching and swinging his 
head round - it's really good!"

"One of the things we had in 
Diggers was that we designed some 
really stunning maps which players 
never saw because they learnt they 
could walk onto the screen, do 
a bit of digging, 
and then move 
onto the next 
level, which 
potentially got a bit 
repetitive. The player 
wasn't seeing all the 
things we'd laid out, 
because Ihey didn't

Disk Drive 

Month after month we see pages upon pages of reviews of the 
latest and greatest technological wonders that promise to 
enhance your Amiga immeasurably: 24-bit graphics cards, 
networking systems, 16-bit sampling cards and so on. Whilst these silicon wonders may make most of us 
salivate in bucket fulls, it's nice to see that there are companies out there who are still prepared to get 
'back to basics' (as John Major would probably rather not say), 

AmiTek have always been a company that specialises in low-cost peripherals for the masses. Their 
latest product is the imaginatively-named AmiTek disk drive which, as its name seems lo strangely sug- 
gest, is an Amiga disk drive. Sporting a slimline Sony disk mechanism (one ol the best and quietest on 
the market) and all the standard features you'd expect from a disk drive (drive disabling and a pass-thru 
connector)', the AmiTek drive is as well equipped as it's pretty (isn't the badge lovely!). Sounds standard 
so far (some would even say boring), but boring is one thing that the AmiTek dnve certainly isn't. For 
starters it comes as standard with 'anti-click' hardware that stops the drive from constantly clicking when 
no disk is m the drive. Some people are affected by this more than others (it personally doesn H t bother 
me) but at least the inclusion of this extra bit of circuitry should keep those of a nervous disposition quiet. 
The AmiTek drive also features an anti-virus circuit that stops all boot block viruses from infecting your 
disks when the anti-virus hardware is switched on, In practice all this does is to stop any write attempts to

Unlike Power Computing's new PC880B 
drive, the AmiTek drive doesn't sport any 
form of built-in disk backup hardware 
(Cyclone etc) but then it is around £10 
cheaper Ihan its rival, If you can live without 
the backup hardware and you're not loo 
worried about being able to upgrade the 
drive to handle high density disks (Power 
3] charge an extra £50 for this privilege) then 
I AmiTek's drive should prove to be a sound 
investment.

As this drive is designed for a standard 5 1/4 inch bay, you might think that fitting the drive would 
be relatively straightforward. Unfortunately, the AJOOO's drive bay is just a little too short. II is 
possible lo squeeze the drive in, but you may have to make a few interna) re-arrangements such 
as loosening the rear drive bay or soldering l he power leads directly to the CD-ROM drive. The position 
■ :ne Amiga's internal PSU causes all sorts of problems, but you can get around them if you persevere. 
Don't waste your time looking for an eject button on the Mitsumi drive panel - there isn't one. Instead, 
the entire panel clicks in and out, allowing ihe drive tray to be pulled out. The lid is then hinged up and 
ttw disk popped into place. 

Standard audio is available from a siereo jack socket on the front panel complete with volume control, 
but also at the rear though a miniature edge connector. The A40OO has a connector on the motherboard 
for just such an audio signal, and when you wire them together the CD audio passes out through the 
standard Amiga phono plugs. This means that you can use your monitor speakers to lislen lo your CDs, 
as well as hearing she normal Amiga error bleeps and sound effects from games. 

The Mitsumi drive is a welcome addition and it makes exploring the latest PD CD a posilive pleasure.

ers? If so, you should have a look at external units. 
Spectra Video have just launched a set of new external 
speakers which will quite happily boost your Amiga's audio. 

Named Screen Beat 3, they offer 2 waits per speaker, and 
work off four AA batteries (power can be via an AC/DC power 
adaptor although (his isn'l supplied). They also offer magnetic 
shielding and booster circuitry. 

The magnetic shielding cancels out the effect of the magnet 
used inside the speaker and allows you to use them next to 
your monitor or TV. Using non-magneticaily shielded speakers 
near your monitor will, afler a little while, harm your monitor, 
and leave you with, at best, a discoloured screen. Magnetic 
shielding i$ especially important with these speakers as they 
also come with mounting brackets, allowing you to mounl ihem 
on the SHJIe of your monrlor. Unfortunately, however, these 
brackets are a little feeble and not really ideal for long term use. 

The boosting circuitry, as its name implies, is meant to 
increase the sound level. In tests I carried out however I 
couldn"! tell much difference beiween these and another pair of 
2 watt speakers that I use. 

The Screenfresf 3 speakers aren't outstanding, but do offer a 
low cost way ot boosting The sound output of your Amiga, or 
Walkman for that matter, and provide reasonably faithful repro- 
duction ot Ihe sound.

Wordworth 3 also complies with Commodore 
guidelines on requesters (the boxes that pop up 
whenever the program needs information from 
you). The requesters now come up in Workbench 
standard windows and gadgets which can be 
moved, minimised and sent to the back and front, 
you can a(SO change the font used within them. 

Sever&l requesters {Find and Replace lor 
example) will also allow you to continue editing 
text while they are still open, you don't have to 
click on a button dosing the requester before edit- 
ing again. Although there are only a few 
commands that offer this option, it is a welcome 
one - how often have you selected Search and 
Replace, only to find you can't remember what you 
wanted to search for? With these Modeless 
requesters, as they are called, you can move the 
window aside, and refer to your copy to refresh 
your memory - brilliant! 

The tool bar has also been improved You can 
rvow configure the tool bar to hold any features 
that you use regularly. It has more buttons and 
can be moved around the screen or put in a win- 
dow. There over 100 commands available, which if 
used will quickly fill the screen up wilh icons, or 
worse, result in your Tool Bar running off the edge 
ol Ihe screen (particularly in lower resolution 
screens'). But, to resolve this problem you can now 
make the icons smaller. 

One of the most productive features of 
Wordworth is the auto correct facility, This Is an 
automatic error correction system, which spots 
and replaces your mistakes as they are made. It 
works by checking the text you have just entered 
using its library of frequently mistyped words and 
on finding one swops il with a correct word. You

can add your own commonly mistyped words and 
alternates to the library, For instance, whenever 
I enter 'TEH', Wordworth changes this to THE', 
and does Ihis so fast, I don't even realise I made 
a mistake! 

Also, you can speed up your typing by using 
the facility to expand abbreviations. My Wordworth, 
for instance, now changes CU" to 'CU AMIGA'. 
Commodore has been abbreviated lo ~C. whilst 
Wordworth is entered as 'WW. If you use a word 
regularly this process can really make a difference 
to how last you can get a job finished 

The Wordworth text effects add visual impact 
to any document. Dragging out a text effects box 
and clicking on it will bring up a requester. From 
here you can summon up various special effects,, 
normally only available in a graphics package, 
Text effects include the ability to create a diverse 
number of typestyles and effects, including rotat- 
ing text around an arc or circle, angling it. or 
adding shadows. 

With reatures like text effects, Wordworth is 
very similar to a DTP program. In fact, the new ver- 
sion is closer to a desktop publishing program than 
any word processor yet seen on the Amiga, In 
many respects, Wordworth now operates more like 
Page$tre$m than a word processor. Although 
basic texl enlry and editing are still based around a 
blank sheet of paper on which you write, most 
other elements (graphics, tables, boxes etc) are 
positioned as floating objects, and can be moved, 
resized, edited, removed and grouped at will. Just 
like PageSiream, resizing an object or group will 
change all the dimensions within the object. Taking 
a box with a Circle in it and stretching it sideways, 
for instance, will change the boa to a rectangle and 
the circle lo an oval. 

The only real difference to PageSfream is how 
Wordworth handles lend boxes. Taking a standard 
text box and resizing it will have no effect whatso- 
ever on the text size. Slrelching or condensing a 
Text Effects box has more impact. But even here 
it will only change the fonl to the closesi point 
size, whereas PageStream will change the height

and width of text independently. Wordworth 3 also 
has a selection of graphics tools (box, rounded cor- 
ner box, circle, oval and lines), These can all be 
edited, allowing you to specify internal fill colour, 
border colour and thickness.

Creating tables is very easy: simply select the 
table looi from the toolbar and then drag a box out 
io the desired size. This creates a box, sub-divided 
into smaller boxes called cells - effectively it is a 
lable. Further rows and columns and texi can be 
added. The colour and style of the table border 
and cell lines can all be manipulated easily, 
although you can't change the border style of indi- 
vidual cells. 

Tables can also be used for simple calcula- 
tions, mimicking a very basic spreadsheet, with 
Operations such as Sum, averages and totals pos- 
sible in both columns and rows. Although limited in 
its operations, this mini-spreadsheet provides all 
lhat most users will need. 

Picture import was never an out 
sianding feature of Wordworth, 
because it was preity slow no mat- 
ter which system you used and the 
printed images were poor. 
However, whilst still just as slow, 
Wordworth 3 has dramatically 
improved picture printing facilities. 
Previously the program would con- 
vert the picture to the colour pallet 
range used for display, and then 
print this, now Wordworth 3 retains 
the original data and the printed 
version works from this which 
gives a better quality print out, In 
terms of tile formats Digita have 
really gone to town and supported 
many ot the major non-Amiga for- 
mats:PCX ; BMP, TIFF, GEM IMG r 
GIFF, and of course IFF. The import facilities 
wen cater for structured Clipart through CGM ; 
GEM and DR2D although there's no support for 
GoidOisk CLIPP format, 



operations crash, others throw up (almost liter- 
ally) strange discrepancies. 

Problems like opening a window revealing 
debug information when printing, text disappear- 
ing when changing ihe line spacing, not saving 
settings even though you selected ihe 'save set- 
ting' command and crashing when importing Ascii 
files are all problems that should have been spot- 
ted at beta test stage and should never have 
made it to a release edition, Whilst these prob- 
lems remain I can not honestly recommend 
Wordworth 3. 

CONCLUSION 

Wordworth 5 is a potentially great piece of soft- 
ware and certainly has the power to rival Final 
Writer. However, the version reviewed (3.0), had 
an unacceptable number of silly bugs and I feel 
that I cannot recommend other WP users change, 
Existing Wordworth owners should consider what 
they want and only upgrade if they need the DTP 
features - otherwise wait for 3.0a. ^b 
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Wortiwonh 3 makes it easy to customise Ihe Toolbar, Seltcl

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Despite the numerous improvements, and many 
new features, Wordworth 3 still has several major 
Haws. Existing Wordworth users will be disap- 
pointed to find that the import and redraw speed Of 
pictures has not improved.

DTP and the numerous new graphical facilities it is 
disappointing that there aren't any print preview or 
landscape pnnting options. The programs inability 
to handle Amiga standard 
structured clipart is a big 
omission. The absence of 
QoldDisk CLIP' format, is 
strange as it is practically 
the standard Amiga graph- 
ics file formal. 

These features, whilst 
annoying, are forgivable. 
What isn't forgivable is the 
large number of flaws and 
straight forward errors. 
Wordworth 3 has bugs, 
horrible creepy crawly 
things with long legs. 
Some options don't work 
as documented, some

four months ago. Softwood have decided that 
there's still room for improvement. Release 2 oi 
Final Writer (which is available free of charge to 
registered Final Writer owners) not only fixes a lew 
complaints levelled at the original, but Softwood 
have even managed 1o squeeze a few new fea- 
tures in to boot. 

KNOW YOUR WRITES 

If you've already installed a previous release of 
Final Writer to your machine's hard disk, all you 
need to do with this is install disk one which over- 
writes the original program and replaces a few of 
the Final Writer system files. This only takes a tew 
minutes and once it's done you're ready to start. 

Upon booting up Final Writer, it doesn't look too 
different — the same familiar 'Word For Windows' - 
like front end appears complete with Final Writer's 
pretty icon strips and rulers which run down the top 
and left-hand side of the page- 
One complaint which was levelled at the origi- 
nal release of Final Writer was the lack of any form 
of 'Undo' feature. This meant that if you acciden- 
tally managed to delete something from your 
document, be it a section of text, a text box or a 
graphic image, there was no way of rescuing your 
document. Thankfully, Release 2 ot Final Writer 
fixes I his with the addition of both an 'Undo' and 
'Redo' option which effectively restores your docu 
meni to original state before the last change was 
made. It's surprisingly intelligent too — if there's 
nothing in Final Writer's 'Paste' buffer when you 
select 'Undo', the last sentence that you typed will 
be removed.

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Only a single operation can ever be undone, 
however, which is surpnsingly limiting, Final Writer 
would certainly have benefited from a much larger 
undo buffer which would allow a whole series of 
operations to be undone - programs like Cygnus Ed 
offer such a facility and they're a real bonus when 
you do manage to make a total hash of things. 

FLOATING MENUS 

If Final Writer didn't already look enough like a 
desktop publishing program to make even the most 
ardent PnoPayefan take a second glance, 
Softwood have extended Final Writer's user inter- 
face still further with the addition of PageStream- 
like Moating menus. DTP fans will welcome the 
addition of these handy little windows, packed with 
gadgets, as they allow instant access to Ihe pro- 
gram's many features without having to resort to 
the rather labonous task of sifting through pull- 
down menus. What's more, because these gadgets 
are all grouped together within little windows, you 
can reposition them anywhere on Ihe screen 
should they start to clutter the area ihat you are 

working on. 

The floating menus aren't really an extension to 
Final Writer's user interface - they simply provide a 
welcome alternative to Final Writer's- existing button 
strips. Placing the tools gadgets into a floating 
menu is particularly welcome now that Release 2 of 
Final Writer allows you to toggle between the tools 
strip and a brand new L Font/Style' strip. This all new 
gadget strip provides a very 'Word for Windows' 
method of changing the font, style and point 
size ol a selected area of text without having: 
to wade through Final Writer's various 
requesters. You can now also select bold, 
italic or underlines text without having to 
change the actual font. 

CONCLUSION 

Release 2 ol Final Writer certainly can't be 

3 seen as a major upgrade but it definitely 
* enhances the product considerably. Not only is 
Final Writer now more conscientious (thanks to 

I the overdue addition of an 'Undo' function) and 
easier to use, but it also seems to be a much 
faster beast too. The loading and redrawing ol 
EPSF (encapsulated postscript) Clipart cer- 
tainly seems to have been given an extra burst 




ol speed, as have Fmai Writer's comprehensive 
selection ol drawing tools, AH these enhancements 
combine together into a flawless whote that is sadly 
an unfamiliar sight in the Amiga market 

With the release of Wordworth 3. the choice 
between the two products is no longer so clear 
cut. Wontworth 3 certainly offers a number of fea- 
tures which Final Writer lacks - table generation 
and Wordworth 's spiffing 'text effects" being just 
two examples - but for raw word processing 
power and the sort of rock-solid reliability that 
users demand.

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Amiga graphics tans know il already: if you 
want lo generate realistic computer land- 
scapes you need the Virtual Reality 
Laboratories' program Vista Pro. The only proh- 
iem with Vista Pro is that in order to utilise the 
24-bit and AG A colour hi -resolution image 
options of Vista Pro 3.0, you need a whopping 
6Mb of RAM in your computer. This might be 
okay for the average A4000 owner, but what 
about all those A 1200s with a standard 2Mb? 

Now the new Vista Pro Lite, a Cut-down ver- 
sion of Vista Pro has been written specifically tor 
2Mb computers. In fact, on the box (here is a big 
gold sticker which says "Requires only 2Mb 
RAM r |ust so you know for sure. And if. during a 
particularly large rendering, any large images 
burst through this limit, data is temporarily stored 
on disk. However, this means that you still need a 
hard disk, so until Vista Pro Helium-Lite appears, 
you will still need a little extra h 

HOW LITE EXACTLY? 

Vista Pfo produces amazing pictures, but in order 
to squeeae them into limited memory with Vista 
Pro Lite, the full-colour 24-bit options have been 
taken out. The colour options are now limited to 
255 Colours or HAMfl. which still otters a hefty 
262,000 different shades and look excellent. All 
AGA modes are supported which allows some 
vary large and detailed images lo be produced - 
nowhere as large as the 4096 by 409S formed by 

a Pro, but it is certainly enough to be getting 
on with. 

Apart from the image size, noi a lot has been 
removed Irom the Lite version. Buildings and 
roads (no matter what it says on the box) are

gone, as have backdrops and foregrounds. Some 
plant life has also become extinct and ARexx is 
no more. 

However, you still gel several types of trees, 
fractal; clouds, stars, a wireframe preview and 
excellent image quality, 

BUT WHY? 

Yeah, yeah I know what you ; re going to ask. Why 
would anyone want to spend hours rendering 
images? Well I don't know, okay? But I do know 
that I do it because it's fun. Planting trees, mak- 
ing rivers and lakes, switching clouds and stars 
on and off... it's a good feeling being God. 

The scripting options provide ways to make 
animations, which can provide weeks of enter- 
tain- mem as you finish your jet flight around the 
Grand Canyon. The canyon is just one of several 
disks supplied containing official geographical 
data covering parts of the US and Mars. More 
disks are available (although again, only of the 
US and Mars) and rumours about CD-ROM ver- 
sions are very promising. 



CONCLUSION 

There are tew snags with Vista Pro 
Lite. The Viewer Programs claims 
it can spool images directly oft 
hard disk, but I have found that it 
refuses to work with certain makes 
of drive. Also, trying lo get a IFF* 
Anim format is difficult, as Vista 
insists on its own format. Messing 
with the colour palettes can be 
frustrating. The images tend to bit 
a tittle on the dark side, which 
means if you have Aft Department 
or tmageFX you might need to re-

John Kennedy falls in love 
with the new A1291 SCSI 
card from GVP. 
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1 ise saying num- 
ber 16: "The 
trouble with the 
A1200 is that there is 
only one trapdoor, so you 
can only fit one peripheral at 
a time." Not so, glass hopper. 
The GVP 1230 Turbo II is the fastest thing on no 
legs which can be fitted to the A1200. I know this 
because I sal one next to an A4 000/030 and set 
them both ray-tracing the same pielure.. 

The A4000 had a 25 MHz 68030 and a 25MHz 
maths co-processor, and the A120Q had the GVP 
board with a 50MHz 68030 (with MMU) and a 
50MHz maths co-processor. 

If ail those numbers don't mean anything to 
you don't worry — basically they explain why the 
A1 200 ran more than twice as fast as the A4000 
and rendered images in less lhan half the time, 
What a bummer tor A4 000/030 owners like 
myself... 

I consoled myself with, the fact lhal the A4000 
was considerably more expandable, with lots of 
Zorro slots and drive bays. But then 
through the post, came the 
A1291 — a 



card ottering to expand Ihe A1230/H with a stan- 
dard SCSI interface based on GVP's legendary 
FaaasiROM technology, Oh drat. 

SCUZZY? 

The A120Q has two trapdoor expansion slots. 
Don't believe me? Well look at the back of the 
A1 £00. at the end where the floppy disk juts oul, 
See that little hatch way? GVP certainly did, and 
they put il to a darn good use as this is where the 
A1291 fits in, 

The SCSI card is tiny. At one end there is a 
small edge connector, and at the other end there 
is a lemaie 25-way D-conneclor. 

Fitting the card is child's play compared to 
squeezing in the acceierator. Pop out the little 
hatch at the back, slot Ihe card in nice and 
straight and then screw it into place through that 
spare hole in the bottom of the A 1200 case. Ever 
wondered what that hole was for? Now you 
know. It's like it was made for the A1 291. 
Someone from GVP must have sneaked into 
Commodore HQ and drawn it onto the original 
A1200's plans. You can open the trapdoor to help 
guide the SCSI card into the socket on the accel- 
erator if you wish, although I didn't need to. Then 
switch on, sit back and let the supplied software 
check |he card is there and working, and prepare 
any SCSI devices, 

NOW WHAT? 

With the SCSI miertace present and running. 
| your only worry is whal you connect it to. 
The mosi obvious choice is a nice big hard 

drive. Or seven 
nice big hard 
1 drives because 
unlike IDE, the 
SCSI interface 
allows up to 
seven devices 
'to be daisy-chained 
together. The only problem with 
this lark is that you will probably need 
.to be at least a little confident about 
using a screw-driver. The SCSI 

connection part is dead 



easy (only a matler of cable), but you'll also need 
lo house the drives and get a suiiable 5/1 2 voll 
power supply sorted out. 

Several Amiga dealers should be able to help 
you on this front,, as will any PC or Mac supplier 
worth their salt, it shouldn't take too many tele- 
phone calls before you've sorted out a nice smart 
enclosure and suitable PSU (power Supply Unit), 
(Try the RocMate hard drive case from Silica). 

Getting the SCSI drive is easy loo, get a PC 
mag and look in the small adds. SCSI is one of 
those oh so rare things — a standard that actu- 
ally works. I had two SCSI drives lurking around, 
and both worked perfectly when connected via 
my home-brew lead. 

There may have been wires sticking out 
everywhere, but i did have a 50Mb SCSI drive 
running at a. very respectable 1 Mb/second trans- 
fer rate. More modern drives should be able to 
increase this speed, which would make playing 
back sounds and animations from disk a lot 
smoother all round. 

CONCLUSION 

If you already have the A1 230/11 then you must 
keep an eye oul for (he expansion possibilities of 
the A1200. Adding the SCSI card allows you to 
release even more of the AiSOO's potential and 
will permit the addition of removable hard drives, 
CD-POM players, flopptical/bptical disks and 
tape back-up systems There is only one word for 
this card: cunning, 

It tits so cleverly into the A1200, that at no 
point do you need to open the A 1200 and void 
the warranty. That is sheer cunning, f^t)

Art Department Pro (AOPro)is a truly amaz- 
ing package and one which has become 
indispensable to anyone thai uses Amiga 
graphics. Whether you work in video, still frame or 
3D animation, this program has something to otter, 
it provides I he user with a large selection of image 
processing tools, ranging from simple ones such 
as screen format conversion, to more complex 
options like the ripple and tile operators. 

However, these tools are all designed to oper- 
ate upon single images, rather than sequences, At 
first. ASDG (the program's manufacturers) tried to 
overcome this problem by incorporating AR&xx 
support into the program. This meant thai it was 
Double to write batch processing scripts. The

Then a guy called: Doug Cranes wrote his own 
batch processor called Pro Control. This was the 
first program that lei the user access all ol AOPro's 
features without using the keyboard. Still,, it wasn't 
anywhere near as Iriendly as it might have been. 

Now at tast, from Macro Systems US, comes a 
program that makes multiple frame editing as easy 
as single frame work MultiFrame is a companion 
program for ADPro which allows users to control (tie 
processing of sequences o( frames with the same 
ease as single frame processing just using ADPro. 

WHAT'S IT ALL ABOUT 
ALF1E? 

The program runs in conjunction with ADProor 
MorpliPSus, and requires 1Mb of additional RAM to 
load il. \t you want lo work with 24-bit images, 
you're really entering the memory super-league in 
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terms of the amcunl you'll 
need to use the program. 
I ran it on a 6Mb machine 
ADPro immediately gob- 
bled up 3Mb, MuttiFrame 
look t Mb and even a sim- 
ple HAM -a image stole another 
0.5Mb. When I came to perform a 
single rippfe eflect, I just didn't have enough mem- 
ory left over for the butter required to perform the 
effect, Still, there are simpler effects, and I was 
able to perform these without trouble.

;jnd operator directories in order to ascertain what 
effects, elc it will support. These are then pre- 
sented in various menus throughout the program, 
Vou can then select ttie base name of a series of 
frames, Frame. 0001 for example. 

After specifying the number of frames, the pro- 
gram will automatically load the subsequent 
frames as required, and perform ttie specified 
effect before saving the modified frame in the 
image format of your choice (IFF, TIFF, PICT, PCX 
or many others). This enables you to automate a 
process which woUd otherwise require hours of 
supervision if done manually. 

Better yet. and unique to this program, is the 
fact that you can define effects over a set period of 
lime. So, for instance, you could create a series of 
ripples which gradually grow and then diminish 
over 100 frames. Ideal lor simulating rain! Or wbal 
about a gradually decreasing motion btur that sim- 
ulates a movmg object coming into focus? The 
possibilities are absolutely staggering, and this fea- 
ture alone is enough to justify the asking price for 
any serious user. 

MuftiFrame is not solely tor the processing of 
animation either. You could easily use it to execute 
multiple effects on a single image, performing them 
all simultaneously, and freeing you up to go away 
and do olher things, rather than having to keep ini- 
tiating phase after phase in some masterpiece that 
you may be working on. 

As I don't really use batch processing features 
very often, a good deal of this program is beyond 
my needs, however, its graphical from end makes 
the setting up of effects very easy, and in this regard 
ft leaves FRED, and even Pro Control \or dead. 

Unfortunately, I didn't find the manual inspiring 
or easy to gel on with. I couPd understand it, but it 
was rather boring and presented in an illogical 
order. Surely tutorials should be near the front, 
before the detailed technical specifications? 
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CONCLUSION 

MuttiFrame is a very good product hidden behind a 

somewhat boring facade. For users who use 
ADProto process animations, it will almost cer- 
tainly inspire you as there is a lot ot potential 

Despite the initial boredom with which I viewed 
this product, In just one long afternoon I've come to 
develop a healthy respect for it. I just wish it wasn't

A scanner is a device which tan be used 
lo convert images on paper into a format 
that a computer can jse. They're ideal 
lor anyone who wants to incorporate images 
(photographs or documents for instance) into 
I heir work. You can use scanned images with 
programs like Final Copy and Wordworth, 
and they're ideal for desk top publishing with 
software such as. Pagestream and 
Professional Page. You can even incorporate 
scanned images into your own multimedia produc- 
tions or demos. 

Scanners have come a long way since their lirst 
appearance on the Amiga. Prices have fallen whilst 
scanner technology has increased. The Alfascan 
800 finally closes the gap between 'professional' 
and 'hobbyist' scanners, offering unrivalled technol- 
ogy tor silly money 1 

As its name perhaps suggests, the Alfascan 800 
is an 800 DPI (dots per inch) scanner. That means 
thai every inch of paper that you convert inio a 
computer image will be divided into GOO dais {or 
pixels as they're called once they reach the 
screen), This figure is twice as high as any other 
hand scanner on the market. 

SCANNER SIMPLICITY 

The software is delightfully simple lo use, although 
more professional users may bemoan its lack of 
additional processing features. The scanner pro- 
gram is divided into live sections: setup, scanning, 
merging, viewing and file options, In Ihe setup sec- 
tion, you can specify your scanning preferences, 
including the scan Jengih and scanner mode The 
scanner mode is very important because unlike 
ordinary grey shade scanners, the Alfascan 800 
comes with a small switch on the base which can 
double its scanning resolution. In. High mode the 
scanner supports resolutions beiween 500 and 800 
DPI. whereas Low mode only ranges beiween 100 
and 400 DPI. However, although the software auto- 
detects whether the resolution switch on the side of 
scanner is set 10 100, 200, 300 or 400 DPI (or the 
corresponding High resolutions), it can't tell whether 
the resolution is set to High or Low. 

The software also detects the amount of free 
memory available and tells you the maximum 
length of scan that's possible at your specified 
width. Once you've set your preferences, it's time to 
take a scan, and this couldn't be easier, Just click 
the 'Scan' button on the screen, and holding the 
scanner button down, drag the unit across the area 
_ to be scanned. As you move the scanner, a 
monochrome image will be displayed on the 
screen. When the specified length has been 
covered, scanning will automatically stop. 

The scanned image is now displayed on 
the screen at the resolution it was scanned at. 
At this stage the image will be far too large for 
you to see it clearly. You may want to save 
— this monochrome image to be used exactly as 
it is, However, in order to see the image 
clearly on screen you can always convert the 
images into a number of grey scale formats 
ranging from low resolution 16 shade, up to 
super high resolution 256 colour images. The 
images can be converted using one of two 
dither meshes, an 8*6 pattern, or a 6x6, This

determines the way Ihe monochrome information 
will be converted into grey. The scanner uses a 6x6 
mesh to create the images, thankfully, as the 8x8 
produced horrible moire patterns. Once an image 
has been converted, it will be displayed on the 
screen, and: you can again, save it in ihe chosen 
format or as a 24-brt image. The save requester is a 
little quirky. It works okay, but there seems lo be a 
lot of unnecessary button clicking in order to store a 
image. You can also load images for subsequent 
editing and conversion, although only monochrome 
ones can be processed. 

Despite its simplicity, the software uses quite a 
lot of RAM and even on my 6Mb Amiga, I was for- 
ever running out of memory, even with relatively 
small scans. I would tike lo see some form of virtual 
memory implemented in future versions of the soft- 
ware so that hard drive owners can use Ihe 
software better. Alternatively, some crude form of 
continuous compression would help 

CONCLUSION 

In value for money terms, this is the most powerful 
grey scale hand scanner on the market. 
Experienced users may find it a bit lacking, but this 
scanner is very easy to use and would be ideal for

Tony Horgan looks at the latest hard disk sampling 
software from Sunrize. 



Everyone wants Hie Amiga's 8-bit sound 
upgraded to 1 6-bit, but no one seems to know 
how to do it property. Sunrize released their 
AD516 and AD51 2 sampling boards for the 'big box' 
Amigas (A2000. 3000 and 4000). Even so. the gem- 
bination of their Studio 16 software and she 
sampling boards has disappointed many. Despite 
glowing reviews in the press, popular opinion 
seems to be that there's still not a satisfactory 1 6-bit 
sampler add-on for the Amiga. Sunrize hope to 
change this with the latest upgrade otthe Studio 16 
software - the hardware remains unchanged. 

WHAT DOES IT DO THEN? 

The AD516 board isn't a replacement for the 
Amiga's sound chip. It's a Zorro card designed to 
fit into any box Amiga. Unfortunately, this rules out 
anyone using a 500, 600 or 1200. The system is 
based around recording samples to a hard drive, 
then playing eight of them back simultaneously. 
The main change in the software is the inierface. 
The idea seems to have been to make ii as simple 
as possible to use, and they've definitely suc- 
ceeded on thai score. 

Once you've amassed a few samples on your 
hard drive, you can start making up a cue-list,. This 
is where you sequence all your samples - a bit 
like the piano-roll part of a MIDI sequencer, only 
it's a lot simpler here. There is a horizontally- 
scrolling set of bars, each one representing a 
single track. Ail you have lo do is pick up your cho- 
sen sample Irom the directory list and drag it over 
to Ihe cue- list, where you can drop it in at will. 
Unfortunately, there's not enough control over Ihe 
timing of the samples or their tuning to allow you 
to eonsiruct rhythms or melodies with your sam- 
ples - basically it's limited to playing back 
one-shot sound effects samples. 

It does this with ease though,, using auto cross- 
fading features to bndge ihe joins 
between samples. Users of Bars and 
Pipes Pro 2 can use the software link to 
synchronise playback of samples with 
MIDI music The drag and drop' sys- 
tem of positioning samples is easy to 
use, but considering the potential of the 
hardware, Ihe software still fails way 
short of whal could be possible,

The modular structure of the program allows 

you to load and close-down various sections as 
you choose. One of these sections includes the 
sample editor This acts pretty much like any other 
sample editor, with a graphical representation of 
the sample in a suable window. The usual cut and 
paste edit functions are available, although you 
won't find many effects. There's a good variable 
echo (which benefiis from a test option to let you 
hear what the settings will sound like), but nothing 
much else - no phaser. no distortion, no reverb 
and no time-stretching. 

WHAT YOU'LL NEED 

The performance of the system depends on the 
Speed of your Amiga and your hard drive. With a 
68000 processor, you can expect to play back two 
tracks simultaneously, six to eight tracks with a 
68030, and with a 68040 with a very fast SCSI 
drive, you could chain together four AD516 
boards, which would give you eight separate out- 
puts and twelve tracks. A SCSI hard drive is 
recommended, although not absolutely essential. 

Recording and playback rates can be varied 
from around 16 Khz up to 44.1 Khz (the standard 
CD rate) and even up to 48Khz which is Ihe same 
rate used: by DAT (Digital Audio Tape). When it 
comes lo recording lo video, the system can be 
synced using SMPTE. timecode. 

WHAT WON'T IT DO? 

Using the board to play samples from RAM via 
MIDI is not an option. This is a great shame, as il 
could so easily be an excellent alternative to an 
outboard sampler such as an Akai Si 000. Also, 
you couldn't realistically use it to master and edit a 
complete piece of music as one big sample. Again, 
the hardware would be capable of this, it's just the 
software lhat fails to deliver. Either, or preferably 




both of these features, would make the AD516 
board and Studio 16 software an immensely pow- 
erful combination, and broaden its appeal no end, 

CONCLUSION 

Sunrize are missing out on a massive slice ol poten- 
tial customers by limiting the Studio 16 software. For 
anyone making up a non-musical soundtrack for a 
film or video, it's excellent. However, musicians 
looking to integrate some 1 6-bit sampling inlo their 
existing Amiga sequencing set-up should look else- 
where. I'd had visions of using the system lo make 
perfect recordings of DJ mixes (recording a live mix 
from two record decks to the hard drive, and then 
cleaning up any mistakes and adding some extra 
remixing), but I was disappointed, l was ready for 
the lack of real-time MIDI triggered sample play- 
back, bui would again have been disappointed had I 
expected it. Still, video sound engineers should take 
a good look, despite these limitations. It's easily ihe 
best sysiem of its kind available for the Amioa.'S)

At last, one of the most 
eagerly-anticipated 
upgrades in Amiga history 
is here. Mat Broomfield 
checks it out. 




The original Music-X was a trailblazer in terms 
of user-friendliness and power, but it did 
have some shortfall's. Last month, we 
brought you an extensive preview of the long 
awaited upgrade, Music-X 2.0, which promised to 
rectify one of the most glaring omissions in the 
original program, namely its lack of a notation 
section. This month, we look at Music-X 2.0 and 
see if ii lives up to its promises. 

TOGETHER YET APART 

Music-X 2.0 is made' up of two programs; Music-X 
artd Notator-X. Music-X is nearly the same as 
Music-X 1, 1, except it has been updated to work 
properly on AOA machines, and more impor- 
tantly, to work wilh Nolator-X. 

On the plus side, Music-X 2 oft&s lar more 
notation tools and a much more stable interface 
than Deluxe Music, and whilst it's not as powerful 
as Bars <S Pipes Pro. it provides a much friendlier 
interface. 

However, unlike programs such as Bars & 
Pipes and Deluxe Music Construction Set. Music- 
X2.ff$ notation section isn't truly integrated with 
the sequencer. This can be a problem because 
even though both parts of the program can be 
Joaded at the same time, arid data can be 
swopped between ihem using a kind of hot -link, 
it's not easy to quickly rtotate a few bars of music 
and then listen to them via the sequencer. Nor is 
it possible to assign instruments to a score from 
the notator. This means that the program is not 
as helpful or as good as it could be, either as a 
composition tool or for orchestration.

The musical performance 
will be recorded as a series ol digital instructions which 
specify bolh the notes played, and the way thai they were 
played. These instructions can then be stared or sent lo 
any compatible instrument which will then exactly dupli- 
cate the performance. 
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via the sequencer i Music-X) which is subdivided 
into a number of different parts such as the 
Sample Editor, the Bar Editor and the Librarian. 

MIDI events may be altered via the Bar Editor. 
Most musreal events are represented by bars (of 
the rectangular kind, not musical) on a piano roll. 
Vou can edit these bars by simply dragging them 
around the screen. There's nothing unusual 
about adding and moving notes in this fashion, 
but when it comes to more complex events such 
as polyphonic aftertouch, pitch bend and even 
velocity, it's refreshing to encounter such a dean 
and simple interface. 

Music-X 2 has been designed to use sound 
samples with the same sort of flexibility as it uses 
MIDI instruments. When the original version was 
designed- it was very powerful, but now its sam- 
ple handling seems somewhat simplistic, not 
even allowing you to specily a preferred replay 
channel. Mind you h i think it's still the only 
sequencer that can handle the ,ss synthetic 
sounds more frequently associated with Soni*. 

With Notator-X, score entry is very lediOuS, 
primarily due to a number of frustrating flaws 
{such as the 18 stave limit) which becomes more 
noticeable each time the program is used. 

Nevertheless. Notator-X probably has the 
mosi elegant printing and notation section ol any 
Amiga program. It certainly supports a wider 
range of symbols than all the top-rated programs. 

CONCLUSION 

Music-X 2 is a nice piece of software. I use the 
word "nice' deliberately to indicate that superla- 
tives like 'great' or even 'good' would be an 
overstatement, whilst a generally negative tone 
would be unfair. 

The core program (the sequencer), however, 
doesn't appear to have changed much since 
Musrx-X was first launched onto the market five 
years ago. I would have certainly expected some 
modifications reflecting the big advances in music 
technology, but sadly, apart from AGA compatibil- 
ity there aren't any. 

On the plus side, the Bar Editor is a master- 
piece of user-friendliness and elegance, and is 
one of the high spots in the program. 

Notator X is good, if somewhat laborious to 
use. There are |usttoo many niggling irritations, 
fike the fact that the music cursor doesn't auto- 
matically scroll to the next available spot alter 
you've entered a note. You also have to manually

scroll the screen on to the next bar when entering 
notes which is an incredibly annoying flaw. 
Unfortunately, the manual was of little help, as it 

was very verbose when referring to Music-X and 
overly brief when discussing Notator-X. 

I have to admit that I was primarily interested 
in the notation part of this package, and as such 
found that ii failed to fuffil its potential. I loved it 
when I first saw it, but a month of constant use 
has really opened my eyes. 

However, despite these reservalions, Music-X 
lands somewhere squarely between Deluxe 
Music and Bars <£ Pipes both in terms of both 
powef and user-friendliness. 'SS*

Unless you slill strongly believe thai your parents 
found you under the gooseberry bush at the back 
of the garden, you may want to trace your family 
history, Keeping track of who was married to who 
and who died when can be a complicated 10b for 
even the most powerful database and so a 
genealogy database is definitely a much better 
bet. And, not surprisingly, this is exactly what 
Scion is. 

Up until recently trie only real genealogy 
database available for the Amiga was a little PD 
program called AGene which was not only rather 
expensive but rather naff too.

You might have plenty of ideas for a kickin' demo, but if you're not a top machine code programmer, with 
an extensive knowledge of the Amiga's intemar hardware, there's not much chance that your ideas will 
ever get past the drawing board. Well, not until now that is. 

VidSOtrackens along the lines of Democreaior, and Black Legend's forthcoming Demoman&c, but it's 
been specially geared towards making synchronised music and graphics demos. The basic idea is that 
you load in a Soundtracker module, and then hang various visual effects,, pictures and animations around 
specific sections of the soundtrack, or even assign effects and animations to each sample. 

For example, you could have a soundtrack that staded off with a long synth sound, which you could 
accompany on-screen with a bit of wobbly plasma. Then, maybe you might have someone shouting oul 
the letters T.. .E...K...N,, ,0...'. You could assign a big picture of the letter T to the T sound sample, do the 
same for the oiher letters, and set it up so that as the letters were spoken, the relevant letters would flash 
up on- the screen, With a bit of imagination, the possibilities are enormous, especially as you can use your 
own IFF animations and images.

The background required some artistry. It's a 
uli-screen four-frame full-perspective sequence of 
£*| ler mouth opening and closing, as if talking. I 
Vi dipped out the lips, tidied up Ihe edges, then cre-

iV To get the lips to curve as they open. I used 
pV he Brush/bend vertical option. Joining the edges 
rf the mouth and adding the teeth was dons by 
and using standard DPaint drawing tools in mag- 
.Vjify mode. 

^% Once ail tour drawings of the mouth were com- 
Vi Jete, I created an eight-frame blank animation 
J"^ sequence, and pasted down images from the 
JV ihanging lips sequence on successive frames, in 
■J^ he same spot relative to Ihe previous frame. When 
got half-way, i reversed the order so the mouth 
mid close for the final half of the sequence. The 
will was then picked up as an Anirrrbrush, and 
screens cleared

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The particular effect were after in the back- 
ground is of an image moving off into the distance 
as it animates. To do this we need to call on 
Perspective. So, from the Effect/Perspective menu 
I chose Do. and using the numeric keypad, set Ihe 
X plane to -34 (effectively tilting ihe brush image 
backwards), 

To gel the Ammbrush moving up-sereen as if ani- 
mates I set a value of 128 in the V movement box, 
and to cover the whole screen with the animated 
brush, selected Fill from the requester over eight 
frames, it took a short while, but DPairi. filled the 
screen with opening and closing mouths, receding 
as they went up screen, 

Next the mid-ground; I pasted down the 
woman's face in the same Spot on each ol the ani 
mation frames, then on the Spare screen, drew a 
series of raindrops. I cut out the whole screen as a 
brush, and flipped back to the first frame of the ani- 
mation sequence, I posilioned the brush handle at 
the lower edge of the large brush of raindrops, and 
Irom the Move requester cleared all values before 
entering -256 in the Y slot. This had the effect of 
drawing the sequence of drops down screen. To 
get even more drops, moving differently, I set the 
big brush's position differently from the first time, 
and did exactly Ihe same thing until there was 
enough foreground rain. (To set a brush position, 
place il on screen, right click the mouse button, 
then press Undo from the toolbox icons). 

The last touch was the foreground text, which 
was pasted manually on each of the eight frames. , 
Pressing key 4 now animates the series of frames 
in a loop and very nicely too. 

That wasn't too much of a challenge tor HAM3, 
but it shows how techniques can be spread across" 
the breadth of DPaint's range. This next screen, 
and the ideas used, was pushing it a little though...

selected), The result is a multi-coloured tile, which I 
copied and pasted repeatedly as Ihe backdrop to 
the image. 

On the spare screen 1 loaded in aK6 colour 
image of the Lincoln statue in Wash^fcn DC, and 
cut round it. I wanted a shadow effect on the tiles, 

I so having cut out the picture as a brush, selected 
Colour as the paint mode (F2) with black chosen 

* from the palette a$ the foreground colour. This 
turned the picture into a solid black shape - a sil- 
houette. In modes with fewer colours, black atone 
is okay as a shadow, but HAM8 can do much bet- 
ter; by making the Translucency setling 40, and 
turning il on, when the brush is now pasted onto 
the tiles the underlying colours are still visible, but 
darkened and muted to give a realistic shadow 
effect in the shape of Ihe brush. 

Pressing Fl restores the brush to its 256 
colours, and it was a simple matter to offset it 
from the shadow and paint it on screen. The 
transparent foreground bubbles were creaied as 
solid objects on the spare screen, using a new 
range of colours which included a built-in highlight 
- lighter colours forming part of the range itself. 
Once again Line was the Fill option chosen. 
and the spheres were pasted onto the main 

I screen with a high translucency, 60%. Their sizes 
were altered simply by repeatedly pressing the - 
(minus) key. 

DPaint pasted Ihem down worvderfuliy, the vast 
range ol colours available in the palette allowing 
the image underneath to show clearly through,, but 
affected by the topmost colour. Once again texi 
was added to bring the screen's message home. 

I hope the past four articles have been a useful 
appendix tor AlSOO users wanting to go that extra 
mile with DPamt.

Our linal tutorial Imaoa. Wti* going out wUh * big bang, but It 

For the final tutorial in the series we'll be 
combining techniques already covered, plus 
some new ones to help add finesse lo your 
drawing skills. This tutorial is in HAM8 mode -a 
feature of the AGA chipset which allows 
A 1200/4000 owners to use 262.144 colours on 
screen at once. 

The picture is composed 1 of many elements; the 
notice board, plant, computer are all designed indi- 
vidually, then added to the scene. The reason for 
adopting this modular approach is to enaWe us to 
create complicated items quickly on blank screens 
and keep the main image intact without risking 
edits which you can't undo. It also has the benefit 
of allowing you 10 build up a brush library of objects 
which you might wail need at some future date. 



Stan with the Monstra cheeseplant. A simple 
repealed shape is used for the leaves, and the 
highlight colouring is done automatically by 
DPaint AGA - it's like painting the Sistine chapel 
by numbers -draw an outline and till it with shape 
and texture. Here's how... 

The starting point is the leaf shape. Draw il in 
a solid colour because we're adding the light 
effects later. Vou can either use the Fill Draw tool, 
M rough out the shape, then tweak it by erasing 
the gaps between the leaf fingers. 

Neat, call up the Range requester, and place 
these colours in ihe corresponding order: From 



the left; slot 1 , colour B, slot 9 colour 106, slot 16 
colour 100, slot 24 colour 109, slot 28 colour 

104, You will notice when you Show this range, 
that dark and light variations of green produce 
subtle banding effects, and this is what we're 
capitalising on. 

Because, when you now call up the Fill 
requester and activate the Hi (light) fill option. 
DPaint mil be able to contour the greens into any 
shape you fill. By filling the solid leaf you will see 
the lovely way the greens shimmer and reflect off 
the surface in a realistic way 

From the illustration you can see various 
leaves, and they are all based on the single feat 
we've just created. By clipping out the leaf, and 
rotating it around 25 degrees you can create a dif- 
ferent looking leaf. Cut it oul and flip it from left to 
right [press x on the keyboard) you make it lace 
the other direction, Press + or - a few times, and 
you change its shape too. This way. one leaf can 
be cloned into our entire plant. 

TIP: when rotating or flipping, set D Paint's Anti 
Alias lo High to get rid of any jagged edges, 
which can form during these operations a) this 
low resolution. 

The plant's stalk is simply a series Of forked 
lines, over which we can paste leaves in a realis- 
tic manner; and to add the final touch, a few aenal 
roots can be added using light brown. 

The plant container is a filled rectangle which 
uses a range of browns: To create the highlighi 
effect, select the vertical fill option before drawing,

NOTICE BOARD, 
SHELVES & BOOKS 

This is simply a set of rectangles, with the nice 
addition of a digitised image. The image was one 

of many available on PD disks, and was repeat- 
edly shrunk using DPaint5 halve brush option 
• keyboard h). The quality doesn't have to be bril- 
liant, because it's a throwaway element on the 
picture. The Post-it notes and cuttings are single 
colour rectangles, held on the board by single-dot 
red lacks. 

The books, again, were simple rectangles. 
The shelf, together with the desk used identical 
colour ranges to the plant pot to give a highlight 
to the wood. 



WINDOW 

This feature was the only object drawn in situ, on 
the screen, lis positioning was key to the design 
of the screen. And all it consists ol is a Hue rect- 
angle surrounded by a wood -coloured frame. The 
actual Venetian blind is one thin filled rectangle 
cloned repeatedly and positioned to create a half- 
open effect. 



COMPUTER 

Although small, this is a key element in, the con- 
struction of the drawing. You might want to draw it 
large., then shrink it down to size. But doing this 
will eat away at the definition in the final object, 
resulting in jagged lines and pixelisation. Far bel- 
ief to work in miniature, using BPainfs magnify 
option: The computer is, as you can see, a series 
of rectangles with rounded comers (just remove 
each corner pixel lor the effect). 

The display screen has a window open on it, 
a pointer, and a shiny highlight to suggest 
curved glass, 

To do this, place a small blob of white on the 
blue screen, then choose Smooth from the 
Effects menu, and blur around the blob's edges 
a little, Mouse and keyboards are your standard 
rectangles, 

PUTTING IT ALL TOGETHER 

As you draw the various elements, you should: 
save them, either as full screens, or as brushes, 
because now's the time to bring all the various 
elements together. Your main drawing screen 
should contain the mid-brown background colour 
and a window, positioned 10 Ihe right of centre. 
First thing to add is the plant. 

Either load in the brush, or switch to your 
spare screen, load in ihe picture of the plant, and 
dip it as a brush. 

Position il in front of the window, and for 
emphasis you can select black as the foreground 
colour and outline the plant (keyboard o). The 
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TAe notice board and shelf begin to take shape In 1hl* magni- 
fied view. 



benefit is that this will make the plant sland out, 
but the downside is that when painted on the light 
blue of the glass, this outline will look intrusive, so 
you will need to manually remove it where the 
plant overlays the glass. 

Now place the other elements in roughly the 
areas shown in the illustrations, and you can 
add personal items to the desk - cups, disks or 
whatever. 



SHADOWS 

To give a feeling for depth (o the scene, you 
need to add shadows; the main light source is 
the window, so shadows should follow the line of 
the light. 

For instance, the shadow on the computer is 
on the left, and angled down. To create a 
shadow, choose black as your foreground colour 
and from the EffeetATransluceney sortings menu, 
set a value of 60%; this will give a dark enough 
shadow without obliterating what's underneath. 

Now with the filled polygon tool selected, 
draw out the shapes of the shadows, and they 
will be created by DPaintonce your polygon line 
is closed (to close a polygon quickly, just press 
the Space bar). 

The most effective shadows on the image, 
and ones which give it atmosphere and depth, 
are Irom the blind. 

Again, using the same transiucency settings, 
and the polygon tool, draw out elongating 
shapes to represent light and shade bursting 
through the blind, The broad ends to the shad- 
ows suggests the length of the wall they are 
tailing on. 



FINAL TOUCH 

To finish the job, I wanted to give a part- 
coloured effect to the scene, which meant 
removing some of the colours already placed in 
a running paint ef led. This is easily achieved by 
selecting Tint from the Process menu option and 
turning Process on (Alt/p). Select white from the 
palette, and using the freehand filled drawing 
tool you can define an area which will be lurried 
to monochrome, suggesting it's still to be 
painted. 

The brush is added finally as a visual clue 10 
the message we're getting across, and the text 
sums up Ihe image. The brush's shadow was 
added using mid grey, with Transiucency on, 
and its edges Smoothed, 

That's the end of this short series Of hands- 
on tutorials, which I hope have been useful for 
learning more about the power of DPaintAGA 
and, much more importantly, the range of skills 
which it unlocks in every artist, from, beginner to 
professional. Finally, I hope you have enjoyed 
reading these tutorials as much as I have

Welcome back to CU AMIGA'S guide to 
Amiga desktop video. Oka/, so I; know 
thai Hie headline says 'Video Titling', but 
there's a lot more to desktop video ihan just the 
process of overlaying titles onto video. Desktop 
Video is perhaps cne of the most open-ended appli- 
cations on the Amiga as it can address just about 
an/ creative aspect of using the Amiga &uch as 
sound sampling, 3D modelling and video digitising 
amongst oihe-s. Rest assured that well be covering 
most of these areas over the coming months. 

If you were with us last month then you'll already 
know that we started the first part of a tutorial intro- 
ducing our brilliant ccverdisk video titling program, 
Scala HVT. H you missed either that issue or 
indeed me issue with Scata on its front cover, then 
back issues are still available, In the meantime, 
however, let's get stuck in with the second part of 
our Scala tutorial. 

O Last month, you should have successfully man- 
aged to create a new page complete with your own 
video titles. When you dicked on the 'Run' gadget 
on Scaia's. main menu, you should have seen your 

titles appear on the 
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screen. The big prob- 
lem is, however, that 
the titles are not very 
exciting, They're 
about as visually stun- 
ning as little white dot 
which comes on the 
TV last thing at night. 
Don't get all disheart- 
ened, however, as 
Scafa is capable of 
much, much more. 
So, let's start by 
creating a new page. 
Click on the 'New' 
gadget and when the 
Choose a back- 
ground page' 
requester appears, 
click on the *Ok' gad- 
get and select the 
default screen mode 
(high resolution, eight 
colours, overscan off) 
by pressing the sec- 
ond 'Ok' gadget. With 
any luck, the Scala 
Page Editor should 
spring to life before 
your very eyes. 



* * With the Page Editor loaded, we need to start 
by entering some teat. Before you type anything 
onto the page, we need to set up a few attributes 
so that the text appears exacily as we want it. Start 
by clicking on the 'Centralise' gadget (the middle 
gadget in the group ot three immediately below the 
■Shadow' gadget) and then click the nght mouse 
button to temporarily hide the toolbox display. You 
should then see the entire page on the screen. 
Click the mouse button as near to the very centre 
of the screen as your coordination will allow and 
then enter a line of text such as 'A Scala HVT 
Production', Once you've done this, click the right 
mouse button to bring back the toolbox display. 



LAYOUT CONTROLS 

5cwfcr rives you or impressive level of control over the mi- 
nus video effects on oner. If you go to (he Scab Page 
Editor anrJdkk rjn the layout' gadget, you should see a 
new requester pop up onto the screen containing a large 

number of gadgets. Running otong the top of this requester 
are seven little arrows, these are your lob settings that, jusl 
like a word processor gjve you precise control over where 
the cursor jumps to when the 'TAB' key is pressed. You can 
change these tab settings very easily simply by dirking on 
trie arrow you'd lie to change (a yellow line should men 
appear) and then, dragging the arrow to its new position. 
Below these arrows on the left-hand side of the screen 
are eight gadgets arranged in a box pattern, each with a 
little arrow pointing outwards horn the centre of the box. 
The arrongemenl of gadgets gives you control over both 
the direction of a shadow (where it b casi) and the direc- 
tion of 30 extrusion, Just click on one of the eight arrows 
and any text thai has a shadow effect should change to 
reflect the new shadow direction, Immediately to ine nght 
of these eight gadgets are a further «l of four gadgets 
with a scroti gadget immediately lo their left. Although only 
four gadgets con be displayed on screen at once, moving 
the scroll gadget up ana down will reveal more. Each of 
these gaogels gives you precise control over a particular 
aspect of Smfa HVT- the size of a text outline effort, the 
length of a shadow, character spacing and so on.

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If all went well, you should now be looking at a 
rather uninspiring title with a little yellow cursor sit- 
ting immediately at the end of the line. Let's make 
the title a little bit more interesting by lirst increas- 
ing the point size of the title - dick on lhe gadget 
labelled 'FonLlontname nn' ffontname' and 'nri* 
will vary between machine configurations'). The 
Scata font selector should then pop up onto the 
screen. Choose a suitably large font (preferably 
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around 60 point) and select 'Ok' and the title 
should change to reflect the change in size and 
font. If you're feeling a bit more adventurous, why 
not turn on the Outline' and Shadow' effects? 
Now that we have some text on the screen, let's 
take a look at a brand new aspect of Scata - te*l 
wipes. Text wipes are a very powerful aspect of 
Scala that allows you to change- how a line of teal 
should appear on the page when the page is first 
displayed. Previously all the text thai we were 
creating was simply fixed to the page so that 
when it appeared, the text appeared to be an 
integral part of the page. ■,■ -« ... 

♦♦With text wipes, however, we can breathe life 
into our Scala pages with wipes, scrolls, dis- 
solves and a whole wonderful host of other 
powerful effects. 

Before we can apply a text wipe to a line of 
text, however, we need to select the line we wish 
to use- As we've only got one line of text, click on 
that with the left mouse button so that the cursor 
sits immediately over the title. To access the text 
wipes menu, click on the blank little square imme- 
diately above the 'Show' gadget and a new 
requester should pop up onto the screen contain- 
ing lots ot little boxes with strange patterns in 
them. Each of these boxes represents a text 
wipe. By default, Scata doesn't appty a text wipe

Scak also offers a different type of wipe effect - the page wipe, Unlike text wipes which only 
effed a single line of text per effecl, pone wipes effect lhe page as a whole. The range of effects an offer is [usl as 



comprehensive although you may find mat some of the effects offered by the lext effects menu are nol available 
as page effects 

Accessing these page wipes is very easy indeed. When viewing your presentation from the Srcfo main menu, 
you'll notice thai every page has assorialed with it a "Wipe' packet. Normally this gadget will contain a blank 
while square with the number 'S next to it but you can easily change this setting simply by clicking on the wipe 
gadget for the page lhat you'd like to edit. Clicking on this gadget will bring up the page wipes requester which 
looks very similar to the text wipes requester with loads af tittle pattern gadgets arranged in rows and columns. 

Applying a page effect lo your selected page is very simple indeed. Simply dick on lhe effect that you wont 
and it should be highlighted. Just like the lext wipes requester, you can preview your wipe effect by clicking on 
the 'Show' gadget Remember that little 'tW that appeared nexl So the blank box in the wipe gadget cm xofffi 
main menu? Well, this figure denotes how tost Ire affect is lo be performed - a value of five is overage but you 
can easily speed up or slow (town most of StarVs wipes by clicking on lhe left or right arrows on the little gadget 
labelled Speed'.

ot only is the Workbench one of the most 
powerful multi-tasking environments 
available today, but it is also incredible 
easy to configure graphics, colours, pictures and 
fonts to your own personal preferences. 

To give yourself a bit more room to manoeu- 
vre, switch on the background option Irom the 
first Workbench menu. This will remove the win- 
dow that Workbench normally opens on and so 
free up some space for you. 

You might also want to use the Preferences 
program 'Overscan' to enlarge and centre the 
screen so that even more space is available. 
Make sure you save the settings or they will 
revert back to their original settings when you 
next boot. You can save the Background option 
with the menu item 'Snapshot All'. 

LEAVE ME OUT 

A powerful feature which can make finding pro- 
grams On your hard drive a lot easier is the ability 
to 'leave out' icons on the Workbench. Find a 
program that you use a lot, say Deluxe Paint. 
Now single click and select Leave Out" from the 
Workbench menu, The icon moves itself to the 
Workbench, and even when you reboot it will still 
be there. Now instead of hunting through 
umpteen drawers you can keep all your importanl 
programs on your Workbench, ready for action. 
To get rid of them, use 'Put Away' and they will 
return to whence they came in a puff of logic or 
such like. 

You can even leave different prelerences out 
on the Workbench, For example, you can save a 
screen mode preference which uses a tow-res 
two-colour NTSC display far when memory is 
tight, and then leave it out on the Workbench. 

Change |h* default tool to MU LTTVIEW, and save yourself hav- 
ing to load up Doiuxe Paint jusl to look ai an Image. 
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You could click tt before running any really mem- 
ory-intensive programs. 

MULTIVIEW 

Mutt/view is an amazing program which came as 

part of Workbench 3,0 Muffi view can do almost 

everything, from displaying text and pictures !o 

playing sound samples. 

The key to Mult* view's versatility is that it 

makes use of another Workbench 3.0 innovation 
- Datatypes. A datatype is a special 
file which contains information on how 
to process data, For example, a GIF 
datatype would contain all the infor- 
mation needed to display GIF files 
(compressed 256 colour image tor- 
mats common on the PC). 

Once I he datatype is installed, 
MuffMew will automatically make use 
of it 

Running Multiviewis easy. Either 
find the icon in the Workbench Utilities 
drawer and double click it. Alternatively, 
use Amiga- E to bring up the short-cut 
execute a file' requester and type 
Multiview [return].

Multiview the default tool lor display images Try 
this: create and save a picture with Deluxe Paint 
Now quit DPainl, and find the icon (or the picture. 
Highlight it, and select Information from the 
Workbench menu. Delete the part that mentions 
DPaint, andenier Multiview instead. Now when 
you double-click on the picture icon, the image 
will pop up without having to load Deluxe Paint. 
When graphics are displayed you can even 
use the Edit options to snip a piece of the image 
out. It will be stored in the Clipboard -[that is, in 
RamvClipboards/) from where it can be loaded 
into another paint program. 



COMPRESSION 

It's one of the many rules in computing that you 
never have enough storage space. You start with 
a single floppy, but you soon fill that up so you 
buy a 40Mb hard drive. That lasts about a week 
before 'Volume hdO: is full' messages appear and 
before you know it you've got several gigabytes 
of disk space and they are still all 99% full. So. if 
you don't want to chuck everything in the trash- 
can, daia compression is your answer. The 
choice varies from automatic compression sys- 
tems or manual-intensive archiving systems. 
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Powerfanker will compress all your progrim* to Hfl spice 
hi Just as us*ful far hard drive owners as II I* for floppy lolls. 

PowerPacker is a good automatic compres- 
sion program. PowerP acker w\\ process files, 
squash them down 10 roughly half the size, and 
then add a special de-crunching routine. If you 
squash Deluxe Paint for example, PowerPacker 
wi|1 crunch it down from 4052S4 bytes la 2SB6Q4 
bytes, which is a saving of about 37%. The only 
disadvantage ol the process is that before you 
can use a decompressed program it has to he 
expanded back to its original size. This is han- 
dled automatically with PowerPacker - just click 
on the DPairtf icon and it expands and rune 
while you watch, On an A 1 3 OQ the time required 
10 expand the program is negligible, 

Archivers are slightly more complicated. LHA 
is a very popular archiving system and any file 
ending in .lha has been crunched by it. LHA 
takes its time, but crunches DPainl down to 
232592 bytes which is a bigger saving |hgn 
PowerPacker. Text riles and simply IFF pictures 
crunch up spectacularly well, sometimes taking 
up 90% less space 

LHA is only usable from ihe Shell, and 
requires a bit of thought. The command, 'lha a 
Paint D Paint' will create an LHA archive called 
Paint. lha (the lha is added automatically) and 
squeeze DPairtt into it. The program is now no 
longer a program - it's a data file, and so you 
can't run it straightaway. You must unarchive it 
first. To do this enter the following; 'lha x Paint 
and the original Deluxe Pains will appear as if by 
magic. 

A program like LHA is ideal for storing data 
and programs which you don't use very often. 
It's also ideal for sending data via modem, as 
shorter files mean lower telephone bills. 

The compression program DMS is ralher a 
unique program, which has lound great popular- 
ity amongst: magazine coverdisks and CD-ROM 
public domain software collections. Unlike LHA 
or PowerPacker, DMS concentrates on an entire 
floppy disk at a time, crunching all the different 
files and drawers into one huge file. Everything 
on the original disk is stored including any spe- 
cial bootblocks, which makes it the ideal way to 
distribute demos and other complicated pro- 
grams. As you might expect, il can only 
uncompress data by re-filling an entire floppy. 

Both PowerPacker DMS and LHA are avail- 
able from good Public Domain libraries, 
Remember repay the shareware fees if you use 
them a lot "£&

If you are 
on FidoNet, ask your boss to get Amiga- 
mags echo lor you and then feel tree to 
send your comments directly to us via the 
echo. You nevei know, you might even get 
them published in the magazine. It's worth 
reading to catch up on all the news and 
watch the staff from different magazines 
squabble amongst themselves about cover 
disk deals and pay rises, 

If you want to leave more personal or com- 
ments npt-directly magazine related, you can send 
email direclly to CU AMIGA care of John Kennedy 
whose Fidonet address is 2:443/13.4 on the Heart 
of Gold BBS (Data: 0247 274919). 

To get onto FidoNet you need four things: an 
Amiga (any version will do), a modem (2400 baud 
or better), a copy of Spot (an excellent message 
reader program from Nico Francois) ano Trapdoor 
(the program that talks to your modem to transmit 
and receive mail). The programs are both 
Shareware and are widely available - ask your 
favourite PD Library for details. Then all you have 
to do 15 call any BBS and ask where your local 
board is. From then on it's plain sailing... or as 
near to plain sailing as Comms can ever be. 

You can do without Spot and Trapdoor and use 
an ordinary Comms program (NGomm or Term) to 
access your local Board, but you'll miss out on the 
money-saving off-line reader options. 

Using FidoNet is free - you only pay for your 
local call, and with a pood modem and a program 
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like Spot you can keep the price down to a lew 
seconds a day. 

HEW BOARDS 

Sysop James Grove has asked for a plug for his 
new BBS- it's dedicated to the Amiga and is open 
24 hours a day with 600Mb of on-line software 
available for downloading. It has hundreds of f ido 
Echoes available plus Internet access and best of 
all the the entire thing runs on an A400G,'030 with a 
US Robotics V-TerbO modem . 

The wonders of Comms means that although 
the board can work at ludicrously fast baud rales 
offered by the Terbo. even if you have a 2400 
modem you can still join in. so give it a call. The

Holborn unravels the mys- 
teries of blitter modes 
and double buffering. 

asl month, we took our 
first shakey steps into 
i coding bitter objects (or, 
as Blitz prefers to call them, 
shapes'). Shapes are crucial 
in games programming as 
they are essential for ani- 
mated objects or objects thai 
need 10 be moved around the 
screen. So far. however, 
we've only looked at Blitz Baskft "Bl.it' mode 
which, despite being fasl, isn't very practical for 
moving objects because it doesn't keeps track of 
where an object has been placed or clean up after 
itself when the object is moved. 

The two other Mining modes on offer, QBlit and 
BBlit, are far more useful for games programming 
as they allow you to keep track of your obiects. In 
the case of BBlit mode. Blitz will even restore the 
background bitmap when the shape is moved to a 
new position (QBlit mode will simply remove the 
object from its old position leaving a blank space}. 
I had planned on covering both these btrtter 
modes separately but they are so similar that a 
single combined explanation will suffice. 



DIY WITH B&Q 

BBlit and QBlit mode are very similar because 
they both rely on 'stacks' which act as temporary 
storage areas for shape information. Whenever a 
shape is bliited onto the screen using either QBlit 
or BBlii, information on that shape is placed into 
the appropriate stack. When you want to move all 
the shapes that you've drawn onto the screen, all 




you have to do to remove the old shape imagery 
from the screen is to pass the stack to the appro- 
priate command. 

Blitz doesn't actually call the stacks used by 
shapes 'stacks'. There's a very good reason for 
mis - the stack used by QBlit mode is called a 
'Queue' and the stack used by BBlit mode is 
called a 'Buffer'. Although these two types oi stack 
perform essentially the same job. they hold 
entirely different types of data - a BBlit Buffer 
example, acts as a temporary storage area for 
the bitmap data which is obscured when the 
shape is blitted onto the screen {amongst other 
things), If all this sounds a bit too complicated. 
don't worry - Blitz thankfully handles all the hard 
work of managing these buffers and queues for 
you, so you can get on with the important job of 
writing your game! 

Before you can even think about using either 
BBlit or QBlit mode, you need to start by setting 
up the appropriate stack - a 'queue' lor QBlit 
operations and a 'buffer' for BBlit mode. The com- 
mands to create queues and buffers are as 
follows. 

Queue NUMBER, MAXITEMS 
Buffer NUMBER, MEMORY 
NUMBER ■ The 'Number' parameter defines the 
identification number ol the particular queue or 
buffer that you are creating. You can use several 
queues within a game, which is very handy if your 
game uses a large number of objects as you can 
split the objects up into groups and then update 
each group during its own frame. 
MAXITEMS • The 'Ma* Items' parameter is used 
by the 'Queue' command to define hew many 
shapes the queue will be able 1o accommodate. 
The size of this parameter will depend entirely 
upon how many shapes your game uses. 
MEMORY Whereas a Queue holds co-ordinates, 
a buffer holds bitmap data which uses quite a lot 
of memory. The "Memory" parameter defines how 
much memory is set aside as a temporary storage 
area for the bitmap data used up by the shapes 
that you draw onto the screen. How much mem- 
ory you decide to allocate to the memory 
parameter is up to you h but a value of 16000 
(1 6k) seems to suffice for oven the most demand- 
ing games. 

A BUT ON THE SIDE 

Once you've defined your queue or buffer, you 
can then blit a shape onto the screen using the 
appropriate bitting mode. Blitz Basic automatically 
manages the queue or buffer that the shape is 
placed into, so you don't have to worry about 
increasing any stack pointers or such the like. All 
you do is to draw your shapes onto the screen 
and Blitz will automatically update the queue or 
buffer. The commands to draw shapes using 
these two Witting modes are as follows. 
QBlit QUEUENUM, SHAPE, X, Y 
BBlit BUFFERNUM, SHAPE, X, Y 
QUEUENUM- The 'QueueNum' parameter is a 
value that denotes the identification number of the 
queue that the position of the object is 10 be 
stored in. As discussed earlier, the queue must 
first be created using the Queue* command. » 

BBlii and OB1M modes are bath vary useful lor games program- 
ming but each has its own unique strengths ind wMhntlttt 
QBlit mods, for example, does not restart |h* bpckground 
bitmap when i ship* It r*>mov*4, 
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BUFFEffNUM The 'BulferNum' parameter 
defines the identification number of the buffer that 
holds the background bilmap data when a shape 
is being drawn onto the screen. 
SHAPE - The 'Shape' parameter tells Bite which 
shape from those currently loaded into memory will 
be drawn onto the screen. Be careful with this 
parameter because Btitz will not warn you if you 
pass the number of a shape that hasn't been 
defined, instead you'll get is some wonderful wire- 
works (ie your machine will crash) when your 
program is run! 

X/Y- The 'X' and Y parameters define where on 
the screen the objecl is to be 'blitted ■ Just like 
AMOS, Blitz uses an object's 'handle' (the origin 
point of the shape) and so the same shape with dif- 
ferent handle settings will appear at different 
positions on the screen. 

BUTTERING BALLS 

Let's get stuck into a demonstration listing. The 
listing to Ihe right uses another new command 
that we haven't as yet covered - GetaShape. 
GetaShape is an alternative method of building a 
shapes bank in memory. Instead of having to load 
all your shapes from disk, GetaShape will allow 
you to literally 'grab' your shapes from the current 
bitmap. If you find that the program runs a little 
jerkily, try turning oft runtime optimisation tram 
the 'Options' requester. 



DOUBLE ENTENDRE 

Once you've entered the above code, select 
'Compile/Hun' from the Compiler- pull down menu 
and after a few seconds you should see lets of 
lovely balls bouncing around the screen. Very 
impressive. Well, not quite, if you took very care- 
fully, you'll notice that most of the balls appear to 
flicker and some aren'l even drawn at all. What's 
happening? I'll explain... 

IF you're writing a complex game or demo, there 
are times when even the fastest computers cant 
handte the task of updating a screen completely 
during a single frame (this produces the flicker) and 
so programmers use a very clever system called 
'Double Buffering' to ensure that screen redraw is 
kept siiky smooth. Double Buffering works by -dou- 
bling up' a screen so that it is made up of two 
separate bitmaps. WhiFst one bitmap is being dis- 
played on your .monitor or TV screen, the other 
bitmap is used tor all blitfing operations. This hid- 
den bitmap is called the 'logical - screen whilst the 
' bitmap you can see on your TV or monitor is called 
the ',physical' screen, 

Once all your drawing operations are complete 
(all the shapes have been redrawn at their new 
screen positions, for example), the physical and 
logical screens are swopped over so that the logical 
screen is displayed on your monitor and the physi- 
cal screen is hidden from view. At this poini, the old 
physical screen becomes the new logical screen 
and vice-versa. You then perform all your drawing 
operations into the new logical screen and ihe pro- 
cess continues. Although double buffering doubles 
the amount of memory that a screen will eat up, the 
smoothness is worth the memory penalties. 



Unlike AMOS, Bite Basic doesn't have inbuilt dou- 
ble buffering commands, so it's down lo the 
programmer to manually incorporate double buffer- 
ing. This isn't as hard as it sounds - all you need to 
do is to create two idenlieal bitmaps and then swop 
between them simply by passing a different bitmap 
number to ihe 'Show' command each time the 
screen is completely redrawn. Give the heavily 
modified version (in box out) of our earlier demo a 
whirl and just see the results. <£J)

AREXX 



Image processing can be a long drawn out 
process on the Amiga. However, by using 
Arsxx you can save a lot of time and inconve- 
nience. For example, converting 20 IFF 640 x 256 
pixel HAMS images to 255 colour 320 x 200 PICT 
files may sound like a simple enough job if you have 
ADPro, bul there's actually quite a brt of wo-rK 
involved. First of all, you have to load the image into 
ADPno and once it's in memory, it must then be 
scaled down in size from 640 x £56 pixels to 320 x 
200 using ADPro's 'Scale' operator. 

Once this is done, the number of colours needs 
to be reduced Irom HAM9 (that's 262,144 colours) 
tojusl 256. Finally, you have to save the image off 



time being wasted. So how can Arexx solve this 
problem, read on,,. 



AREXX 

ADPro is possibly the most 'ARexxable' application 
available fie it can be controlled indirectly by 
ARexx. allowing you 10 perform the same tasks 
without having to actually click on gadgets or 
select menu options. J In ADPro, every option thai 
the program has can be controlled by Arexx and 
there are even some options which can only be 
accessed by ARexx.

II you count the number of 
operations required to process a single image, 
that's four operations - multiply this by 30 {don't 
forget there's 20 images to be processed!) and 
that's eighty operations in all - quite a bit of mouse 
clicking by anyone's standards 1 

This wouldn't be so bad if you didn't have to 
wait for an image processing program tike ADPro 
to do its stuff as well. Scaling an image from 640 
by 256 pixels to 320 by 200 pixels takes a long 
time, even on an accelerated Amiga and so a task 
Such as the one detailed above could take up to an 
hour to complete (if not longer!). Being the creative 
types that Amiga owners are. this really is valuable 



IMAGE FACTORY 

The easiest way to get to grips 
with any complicated subject is to 
try it for yourself so let's start by 
taking a look at the script that will 
handle the image processing job 
we discussed eariier - converting 
20 IFF 640 x 256 pixel HAM8 
images to 256 colour X 200 PICT 
files. Type the following listing m 
using any standard ASCII text 
editor [Cygnvs Ed, for example) 
and then save it off to disk as 
'fl.adpro' in the "S' directory of 
your boot disk. Load up ADPro 
and then press the *F1 ' key to run 
it. If all went well, a file requester 
should pop up onto the screen 
from inside ADPro prompting you 
to select the image files you wish to process. The 
ADPro tile requester supports 'multiple selection' 
— just hold down the "SHIFT' key and dick on 
every file lhat you wish to process, Once this is 
done, click on the 'OK' gadget and our ARexx 
script will do the rest. Anyway, here's the listing...

The core of the above listing is standard ARoxx 

code but you'll notice a number of instructions 
that aren't in the main ARexx command set. 
These are ADPro- specific commands that call up 
ADPro' 5 built-in functions, II ADPro is not run- 
ning, these commands will not work. 

The first dDPra-specific commands usedi 
within the above script are 'LFormai' and 
"SFormaf which sel ihe load and save file for- 
mats thai ADPro will use when loading and 
saving images. 

The file formats themselves are passed as 
strings — "IFF" selects the IFF loader, "PICT" 
selects the PICT saver and so on. The next 
^DPro-specific command is 'Get Files' which 
instructs ADPro to bring up the file requester. Any 
tiles that you select are placed into the ARexx 
internal variable , ADPRO_RESUlT' — these file- 
names are then placed into I he variable

'FILELIST' and extracted a filename at a time 
using the ARexx 'WordO' function. 

The hard work is handled inside a loop that 
processes each image one at a time. Alter load- 
ing the image into memory with the imaginatively 
named 'Load" function, the image is then scaled 
with the "SCALE_ASS" lunclion Once this is 
done, the number of colours is set to 256. This 
won't have any effect, however, until the image 
data is rendered so we call the 'Execute' I unci ion 
- this is the equivalent to clicking on ADPro' $ 
'Execute' gadget. Finally, the image is saved off 
to disk and another image is loaded into memory. 
The whole process is then repeated until all the 
selected files have been processed. 
- This demonstration listing does illustrate how 
to write ADPro /ARexx scripts very well, The list- 
ing in the next column is a better example as it 
performs a very interesting, yet quite complicated 
image processing task - image embossing.

So how does rt work? Well, H's nol quite as com- 
plicated as it first seems. The script starts by turning 
on ARexx's ability to read return values from a com- 
mand host, A communications link with the host is 
then made using (he 'Address' command. Once this 
is done, the first two host-specific commands are 
sent to ADPro - (.Formal and S Format. 

The filenames of the files to be processed are 
then obtained via the ADPrv file requester. If at 
least one file was selected, the ARexx internal vari- 
able RC will contain a value of zero. In order to 
make sure mat we don't try going any further if the 
user didn't actually select a filename, the value held 
in the' 'RC variable is checked. If 'RC does indeed 
contain a value ol zero, we can proceed. The first 
thing we need to do is to extract the list of filenames 
from the ADPro internal variable 'ADPRO_ 
RESULT. This is very important as the string held 
inside Ihis variable could change when another 
ADPro function is called by our script. The number 
of filenames is then calculated by counting the num-

ARexx scripft can be run from both within ARexx itself or 
rJiredjy from the Shell. In both coses, ADPro must be run- 
ning if the script is to be executed correctly. We won't 
actually he wiling any Shell-based scripts so don't 
wotry loo much about ihis - suffice to say that these 
scripts ore tun losing the 'RX' program) just like arty 
other Shell-based ARexx script.

ber of filenames in the lisl we have just extracted. 

The script then enters a simple loop that is 
performed once for every filename selected. 
Each filename is extracted one at a time and the 
filename for the save operation is produced by 
appending an .emboss' extension onto the end 
ot the file, The image is then loaded into memory 
using the ADPro 'Load' function. If all went well, 
the image should then be in memory wailing for 
further processing. 

The loaded image data is then converted to a 
negative image {producing an image a bit like a 
photographic negative) by calling the ADPro 
'Negative' operator. Note how the 'Negative' 
function is called using the 'Operator' command 
— this allows AC Pro to be extended with addi 
tioriai operators withoui having to extend ADPro's 
ARexx command set -the "Operator' function 
passes control to the named operator along with 
any parameters which might fafew it. 

With the image converted to a negative, the 
same image is loaded again directly on top of the 
old image but at a slight offset ot one pixel along 
both axii. Normally this would completely obscure 
the negative image but this time we load the 
image with 50% mix. This gives both images 
equal influence. 

Once this is done, the image is then con- 
verted to a grey scale and the contrast pepped 
up considerably before the image is finally ren- 
dered. Alter displaying the image on the screen,

ffiSIAlUNG ADORAGE 

If you found lhat the installation script 
for Adorage (CU AMIGA April 94 
issue) didn't work, you weren't alone 
In order to get the program to til on the 
disk, a number ol auxiliary files were 
deleted. This makes no difference to 
the running ot (he program, bui the 
installation script falls down when it 
can't lind the deleied files. 

The solution is lo alter the installa- 
tion script, and take out the lines 
referring to Ibe missing files. Boot from your hard 
drive, open a CL1 or SHELL window, and pul your 
expanded Adorage disk in the internal drive. Now 
enter ED DFC:ADOlNSTALL [return]. Now delete 
the following lines:

Many readers had problems loading and saving hies 
with this database (CU AMIGA March 94 issue).

The easiest solution is to save your data to a blank 
formatted disk in the internal drive, In 
this case what you need to do is select 
SAVE from the lile menu, and then 
click in the box that appears. Delete 
ALL letters and symbols in the box, and 
replace them with DFO:MVF«LE.FLR 

Make sure you have a blank format- 
ted disk in the internal drive, and that's 
DF zero not OF and a fetter "0\ Click 
on the OK button and your file will be 
saved out. You can change the 
MYFILE part of the text to any name 
you wish. 

CRAFT INSTALLATION 

Although Craft will install itself line on all machines, 
ii has trouble creating its disk of example programs 
on Kickstart 1.3 machines. This won't stop you 
using the extra commands and features lhat Craft 
adds to your AMOS system, but you won't be able 
to examine the example programs. As ihe installa- 
tion program is not a standard AmigaDos scnpt, 
there's no way you can alter it yourself to get it

I recently upgraded to an A 1200 
with a hard disk, and very nearly 
did a Low Level Format while try- 
' ing to add more partitions: I 
v ^© W honestly thought il was. some- 
thing like Quick Formal. 
However, from what I read in 
your mag I could have destroyed my drive! Gould 
you please tell me what possible use is the Low 
Level Format, because if it damages my drive I 
can't understand why ft is there in the first place. 
Also, do I need more memory for certain pro- 
grams Such as Wordsworth, because I can't print 
any documents which have pictures as well as 
text. I just gel a not enough memory' message- 
Do I need a 4Mb or 8Mb expansion? 

Also, what is the difference between a 50MHz 
8Mb memory expansion board, and a 50MHz 
8Mb accelerator card. Do they both do what I 
want?

Yes, a Low Laval Format would have perma- 
nently destroyed your drive, and here's why. 
SCSI (Small Computer Systems Interface) 
was, until fairly recently, the standard used to 
interface hard drives to Amigas, However, 
with the A6Q0 and later, Commodore changed 
to IDE (Intelligent Drive Electronics} drives, 

IDE drives are generally cheaper, because 
they are primarily designed to work with PCs.. 
As PCs ere generally not very good, an IDE 
hard drive has a lot to do. In fact, it blatantly 
Ilea to the computer about how big it Is, where 
the data is stored and so on. Whilst, behind 
the scenes it looks after the data, and man- 
ages failures automatically. 

If you perform a Low Level Format, you 
steam roller over all the tricks the IDF drive 
has bean using and can destroy everything in 
seconds. 

However, Commodore have added an IDE 
interface to the Amiga by foaling il into think- 
ing tt has a SCSI drive attached. SCSI drives 
need to be Low Level Formatted before use, 
as they are not as intelligent as IDE drives. 
Faster yes, but not as clever. 

As a result, the HDToolBox program still 
offers the Low Level option. Never, never,

ever use it on an IDE hard drive. Yes you need 
more memory when using Wordworlh [ot any 
other program) with 256 colour Images. A hi- 
res 256 colour image can take up at least 
32QK of memory: quite a lot on an unex- 
pended A 1200. 

I think you are getting slightly contused 
about the expansion options. First of all, a 
simple memory expansion does not operate at 
a special speed. If you add memory to an 
A1200, it operates at the same speed as the 
rest of the computer, which is 14-and-a-bit 
MHz. Extra memory speed things up slightly 
as programs won't hog allthe Chip/Graphics 
memory and so programs such as Wordworth 
will run at almost double speed. 

Some memory boards offer the option of a 
math co-processor. These work at different 
speeds (typically 14, 25, 40 and 50MHz) 
although there Isn't a great deal of difference 
between them all. 

Maths co-processors are greet If you use 
ray tracing programs a lot, otherwise they are 
not worth the trouble. 

On the other hand, an accelerator works by 
adding a new CPU (Central Processing Unit) 
to the Amiga, usually replacing the existing 
68020 with a much faster 68030. Again, the 
68030 comes in different speeds but this time 
all programs will benefit from the greater 
speed. To make full use of the 68030, extra 
memory should be added at the same lime. 
You can double the speed ot Wordworth again 
by adding an accelerator-

Ad MIDI interfaces are more ot less equal. 
They should offer opto- isolation to stop earth 
loops, one MIDI IN, a MIDI THRU and as many 
MIDI OUT s as possible. I use an interface pro- 
duced by the Disc Company, which is in a 
heavy-duty case and has worked flawlessly 
for years. It came from Virgin, bundled with 
some software. Other interfaces are available 
with various samplers bullt-ln r try HISoft (tel : 
0525 718 181) lor the 3-bit or 16-bit options. 
As tar as software goes, Music-X is now 
available very cheaply, although I couldn't 
possibly tell you where you can get it. It takes 
some getting used to, but Is extremely compe- 
tent, OcteMED Is another brilliant program

MIDI is the hardware software standard for 
connection instruments. General MIDI was 
developed by Hoi and, and builds on this to 
provide a degree of standardisation, To con- 
form to General MIOl, en Instrument must 
have pre-defined sound patches in agreed 
locations. For example, patch 1 must be piano 
and a drum patch must always start with a 
Bass. It's an attempt to ensure that any tune 
created with any General MIDI instrument will 
work on all General MIDI instruments manu- 
factures. It stifles creativity, as all keyboards 
and modules now come stuffed with exactly 
the same standard pianos, strings and heli- 
copter sounds. But what do I know?

My course involves programming in Pascal, 
and being a loyal Amiga user I opted tor the 
A4Q00 over a 486 PC Could you please answer 
some questions; What 486 bridgeboards are 
available for the A400Q? Can RAM be added to 
the bridgeboard? What type of performance will 
the bridgeboard provide?

It now seems to be impossible to buy a new 
bridgeboard for the Amiga. Unless some of 
the rumours concerning certain American 
companies are correct, there just wont be any 
way to get a new one ever again. You can 
keep a look out for secondhand ones, but I 
think you'll be lucky. If you do get one, then 
yes, you can add memory and the perfor- 
mance Is almost identical to a normal 486 
although you won't be able to take advantage 
of any local bus PC cards, because the Amiga 
doesn't have one. 

The good news is that you don't actually 
need a PC Hi Soft Pascal is compatible with 
the standard Turbo Pascal and CrossDOS on 
your A4000 will allow you so swop high den- 
sity disks with PCs.

I have only bought 

one issue of your magazine and I 
• think its great, but you don't 

seem to like PCs. Why is this? 

The Amiga has excellent sound capabilities 

and some games have excellent sound tracks, 
but this is lost with the tiny tOwatt speakers I see 
advertised. I have my Amiga connected to a 
40watt hi-fi and it sounds crisp and clear The 
' bass thumps and it adds a hell of a lot to game- 
play and atmosphere.

Theoretically, yes a Super VGA monitor should 
work with an Amiga A1200 and a small cable 
adaptor, but in practice there are problems. 
Some SVGA monitors won't work at all, some 
will only wortt in Workbench mode and some 
will wortt fine. Unfortunately, the only way to be 
sure is to test it for yourself , The VGA-only mon- 
itor tool should be placed in your monitors 
drawer to help things, but remember to delete 
the file ENVARC:Sys/overscan.prefs and reboot 
before editing your screen mode and overscan 
preference settings. 

Remember that an SVGA monitor only 
works at about the 30kHz rate, which means 
no non-double scanned modes will be dis- 
played. This cowers |ust about every game 
aver written, so be careful. You might be bet- 
ter off getting b multiscan monitor such as 
those produced by Microvitec or a proper' 
CBM monitor such as the 1942. 

Anti-PC bias? Okay, I admit it - today I m 
not feeling particularly generous towards our 
clone owning brothers and sister but gener- 
ally I try to be a little more understanding. 

UNSETTLED 

I have an A600HD. and I also own 
Ihe brilliant Setters game. It works 
fine from the Sloppy disk, but when 
I iry to put it onto the hard disk 
using the install program a 
requester appears asking me to 
insert volume 'DHO:' in any drive. Why? Also, 
could you tell me il CDs are more reliable than 
(loopy disks. Floppies are such a pain sometimes.

The requester which appears Is making the 
assumption that your hard drive's physical 
name Is DHO:'. Your drive isn't and the instal- 
lation fails. Chances are your drive is called 
something like HDG' instead. You can check 
by entering ASSIGN [return J at the Shell. Afler 
a load of waffle look lor L Devices' and your 
hard drive's name will be there. 

To solve your unsettling problem, you have 
two choices. The first option Is to change the 
name of the drive to "DHO:" using the HDToolbox 
program. This method is a little extreme, and 
could conceivably cause any other programs 
which use the path HDO:' to fall. 

The second solution is to make use of we 
ASSIGN command again. Open a Shell and 
enter ASSIGN DHO: HDO: [return]. This will 
redirect any references to DHO: to the hard 
drive device HDO:, which should prevent the 
installation from failing. This command can be 
placed In the file s:user- startup to ensure It is 
executed each time you boot your Amiga- 
CDs are more reliable than floppy disks. 
This is partly due to the fact that you can"! 
write to them and so corrupt the contents, but 



mostly due to their construction: there are no 
moving parts, and nothing other than an 
infrared laser beam comes near the surface, n 
you try hard enough, you can still scratch 
them so you still need to take care of them. 

VGA BLUES h h| 

I have a VGA monitor which I 
* - wish to use with my Amiga 1 200, 
t-» and to this end 1 have made a 
j t short adaptor lead. I have trans- 
f * lerred the VGA-only tile Irom 
Storage and the screen mode file 
from extras (o Workbench but 
VGA-only does not appear in the screen mode 
preferences- 1 have tried a variety of options but 
with no success and would appreciate your help. 
K.P. Parker, Ulverston, Cumbria. 

The VGA-only isn't a monitor driver In its own 
rlqht - It merely 'fine tunes" an existing driver 
in an attempt to get the monitor to work with 
the Amiga You should select a screen mode 
such as DblNTSC, DblPAL, Euro72 or 
Multiscan. Looking at the specification sheet 
of your monitor, I suggest you try Multiscan 
mode with the VGA-only driver also present In 
the monitors drawer. 

I've lust come across a public domain pro- 
gram called MonEd version 2A4, which allows 
vou to hack the values In the monitor drivers 
at a very low level. I have successfully used 
this program to alter the driver for my CBM 
i960 monitor, and as a result I can flna ly cen- 
tre my display. However, this program Is not 
for the faint hearted, and could potentially 
destroy a monitor. Use it with great caution 
Previous versions of MonEd didn't work with 
all Workbench 3.0 drivers.

The only drawback is that 
until someone brings out a floppy disk Inter- 
face you will also need a CD-ROM with 
Workbench and suitable networking software, 
such as the CDPD3 disc from Almathera

All versions of Deluxe Paint work on all Amigas. 
That said, you need an AGA-equipped Amiga 
(sn A1 200 or A4000) to take advantage of the 
256 and HAMB colour modes- 

1 suggest you get the best version you can 
afford as version III was a good jump over II, 
and likewise IV tidied up a tow bugs and gen- 
erally behaves a bit better. If you plan on 
upgrading to a A1200 at some point, the AGA 
compatible version IV would be a good Invest- 
ment. Remember that Electronic Arts offer 
upgrades at discounted prices, so there is no 
need to rush out for AGA-1V |us1 yet 

Personal Paint 4 might also be worth con- 
sidering If you don't mind the lack of 
Animation and HAM screen modes.

Would I need 
to buy a hard disk of 20Mb or more to install it 
all? I'm really lost - do I need a MIDI to oul my 
keyboard through my sampler? i need help!

You can just tell this is going to be a long 
reply, cant you? First o* all, the demos you 
have seen are the result of many hours of 
extremely clever programming. The sound- 
Ira cks are created with a tracker program 
such as MED. but the graphics are all written 
specially. It would lake you a very long time to 
learn to program the Amiga well enough to 
get graphics like you've seen. 

The Meglosound can capture sounds to 
hard disk, certainly. However, ihrs isn't really 
what you are after. You need to sample small 
snippets of sound, a drum loop here, a lead 
synth line Ihere. and pul them together using 
ME& There are already millions of samples in 
the public domain, so you won't even need a 
sampler to get started. 

Creating good graphics is something else 
altogether. The Rockey and Genlock are both 
for live' video work (that is, your finished 
video could only be recorded onto video tape, 
not displayed on the computer screen). 

To capture video, you need a video digi- 
tiser. This will convert real images Into IFF 
pictures which you can then load Into Deluxe 
Paint and play around with. You can then cre- 
ate animations with them, and use one of the 
many public domain playback programs to 
put the Anirn tiles all altogether. 

Before you rush out and buy lots of high 
end video gear, I suggest you buy yourself a 
VideoMaster from HISoft (tel:0525 718 1818) 
reviewed in the March '94 issue of CU AMIGA 
by some geek who could nt keep his mouth 
shut whilst juggling. This wonderful device 
will capture video sequences and sounds, and 
then allow you to sequence them all. The fin- 
ished epic can then be stored on a floppy disk 
and sent to ell your friends. 

Incidentally, a 20Mb herd drive is ludi- 
crously small. It would be a complete waste of 
money, as you could fill it in an afternoon. If 
buying a drive, aim for 130Mb or preferably 
200Mb - even 80Mb is far loo small. 

CD32 QUERIES 

I have recently purchased a CD32 

and FMV cartridge and I have also 

ordered an expansion board made 

by Index Systems. I have a tew 

questions: 

1 . Can I plug my CD32 into a gen 

lock, or do I need an adaptor or can only RGB be 

used? 

2. Will the Opalvision board tor the A 1200 be 
compatible with the CD32? Where will it plug into 
the expansion board? 

3. Also, about the expansion board you men- 
tioned in (he CU AMIGA Buyers Guide, which 
included disk drive, keyboard. MIDI interface, par- 
allel and serial ports with room for 8Mb of RAM 
and a maths co-processor, Is this, still going 
ahead? 

4. Is a separate controller available for the CD32 
so I can play two player games?

1, As the CD32 has a 5-VHS output, you can 
use any genlock which supports this stan- 
dard. Unfortunately, you could only use the 
CD32 as an external source (like a camcorder) 
because in order to genlock properly, the 
Amiga needs to use some of the extra lines on 





the 23-way RGB connector. So no, not really, 
you can't. 

2. Judging from the length of time it seems the 
makers ot Opalvision to produce the add-on 
modules, I suspect that when the CD32-compati- 
ble system appears we'll all be old and grey and 
using A7000s. Next question. 

3. Don't know. A few peripheral manufactures 
have been changing hands recently, but If 
there are enough CD32s sold, you can bet that 
this adaptor will become available. 

MULTIPLE MIDI 

I have several keyboards, syn- 
thesizers and a drum machine 
and I sequence them all with my 
Amiga. However, I've found that 
'm running oul of MIDI channels, 
especially when I try to use all 
Ihe multi-ti moral voices at the 

same time. Could I multiiask several copies of the 

music program, and use a rnultiface card that 

provides several serial interfaces?

Theo reticaliy yes, although you might find that 
timing starts to become a real problem. You 
could slave one sequencer off the other but 
you'll be pushing the Amiga right to the limit. 

A much better solution is to use the Triple 
Play Plus from Blue Ribbon (Meridian 
Distribution lei: OBI S43 3500). If you are run- 
ning Bars and Pipes Pro « and if you have a 
lot of MO kit you certainly should be - this 
cunning device provides three separately 
addressed MIDI outs, which means up to 48 
dlfterenl MIDI channels. There are only three 
OUTs on the Triple Play black box, but you 
can then use the THRU connectors on your 
MIDI gear to pass on the signals.

1. All the BBS software is available by 
modem, so your first steps would be to get 
yourself a good terminal program (for exam- 
ple NCOMM or, preferably, Term) from a PD 
library and dial up an existing board. 

2. You only need one computer to run a BBS, 
but the A 1200 would be best You will need a 
hard disk to offer any files tor downloading or 
even small amounts of mail, and remember 

a second telephone line would be a good idea 
too. 

3. You shouldn't really charge anything. 
Some boards have multiple lines and giga- 
bytes of software on-line, and they may feel 
they have to encourage donations. Th# thrill 
of supplying a lop-notch Comms service to 
the local community should be payment 
enough. 





4. You only need to become a business if you 
do plan on going commercial and charging 
fees, otherwise the board is simply a hobby. 

5 The LfSR Sportster 14.4 FAX modem has 
the best price/performance ratio going at the 
moment, but you certainly don't want to start 
a BBS with a slower modem. 
After you have been running for a while, you 
become eligible to buy a modem at a special 
sysop-deal' price, so you can sell the 
Sportster and upgrade to something like s 
28K Courier HST.

3. Would a 1SMhz 68881 give a noticeable 
speed mcrease or would it slow the processor 
down? 

4, What is the fastest FPU that a 1 4MHz 68020 
can lake advantage of? 

5. Does an FPU become one of the custom chips 
or part of the main processor?

1 . Any software which uses the correct Amiga 
maths libraries will speed up when an FPU Is 
present, but software written especially for the 
FPU will really motor. Software support is 
good, as the authors of all major graphics ren- 
dering programs recognise thai an FPU Is a 
Good Thing and produce special FPU ver- 
sions. 

2. Yes 

3. Even a 16Mhz 68681 will make a noticeable 
difference to rendering times. If you add some 
extra memory as well, the speed of your A1200 
will more than double. 

4. An FPU can be clocked entirely indepen- 
dently of the speed of the centre! processor, 
so theoretically you could add a SQMhz 68882 
if you really wanted too. However, the FPUs 
work best when they are operating at the same 
speed as a the CPU so the advantage of a 
50Mhz FPU over a 25Mhz FPU when used with 
the l4Mhz 63020 fitted as standard to the 

A1 200 isn't very great. 

5. The FPU becomes an extension of the CPU, 
and works by intercepting any floating point 
instructions the CPU is asked to perform and 
executing them itself. If you try and run FPU- 
only programs on a computer with no FPU the 
system will crash with a Guru message.

In Tony's absence this month, I'm going to have 
a look at a few special effects that you can apply 
lo your OctaMED rhythm tracks 10 add a bit ot 
danceHoor devastation to otherwise dull beats. 



There are a number of things you can do to add a 
bit of life to /our percussion. One of the best ways 
to beef up a drum sample is lo mix it with another 
sample. You've probably already experimented 
with this, mixing kick, snare and hi-hat samples, in 
order to fit your entire rhythm into one track. 
However, 10 get a really kickin' sound, try mixing 
your percussion samples with samples of tuned 
instruments. For instance, mixing a really deep 
analogue-type bass sound with a kick drum pro- 
duces a really heavy, squeichy dance floor sound. 
Similarly, try mixing snare and guitar sounds, tor a 
unusual and funky effect. Try adding Laser- type 
pulse sounds to SOB style snares for a ar> authentic 
Sheffield clunk and bleep sound. 

The best way to mix instrument and percussion 
sounds is as follows. First load the instrument 
sound into one of the sample locations, and then 
select the sample editing screen. 

Set the selected Range to be the entire sample, 
and copy it to the work buffer. Second, go back to 
the instrument loading screen, and load in the per- 
cussion sound you want to mix. Lastly, return to 
the sample editing screen, and click on Mix, With a 
bit Of trial and error, you'll come up with some 
really powerful sounds, A hint here is to try an 
instrument sample which is quieter than {he per- 
cussion one. 



ECHOMANIA 

Another way to add a Pit ot life to a rhythm track 
made up of individual samples, is to echo the 
entire track. Select an echo distance of three, and 
apply it to your rhythm track. This is a quick way of 
funking up your percussion, and you'll find you can 
create a great track with only kick, snare, and open 
hi-haf when you use echo in this way. 

BRING OUT YOUR DEAD 

You've probably also got quite a collection of hack- 
neyed breakbeats, which are instantly 
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hcnos are great tor iiljing out your dium tracks. The track on lhe 
left la the original, the track an the right is the echoed varslon. 

recognisable, and therefore pretty much unus- 
able. One way round this is to sample some 
more, but in theory at least, you always have to 
be careful of the copyright laws when sampling 
other peoples material. 

You could always by a sample-compilation CD. 
but most of these are a tad expensive for the 
casual user. On fhe other hand, it's quite possible 
to breathe new life into a dead breakbeat- 
One method, is to apply some sort of sound 
effect to the sample, preferably in stereo. Most sam- 
pling software nowadays has a range of effects built 
in with which you can process your sample, but the 
maprity of these produce fairly unsubtle results 
when applied to percussion samples. 

So what's the alternative? A great technique, if 
you can spare the memory and two of OctaMEDs 
tracks (a stereo pair is what we're looking for here) 
is to use OctaMED itself to produce a real-time 
phasing effect. 

To do this, load the same breakbeat sample 
into two different sample locations. For best 
results, pick a break beat that stretches over two 
bars (32 lines ot an OctaMED block). Play the first 
instance of the sample (at a reasonable rate!) on 
line and line 32 of a 64 line block, on say, track 
f. Do the same thing on track 2, but this time with 
fhe second version of the sample. Now lor the 
clever bit, 

From the Instrument control menu, fine tune the 
second version ol the sample up or down 1 or 2 



points, Now when you play the block, you'll gel a 
phasing effect, with the rhythms moving in and out 
of the stereo field - great tor trance techno type 
extravaganzas. If you're feeling particularly adven- 
turous, try playing one of the samples an octave 
down from the other. 

It you can't spare the memory or two tracks for 
the rhythm, you can get a similar effect in mono as 
follows. In the sample editing screen, Range select 
the whole sample, and copy it to the buffer. Then, 
pitch shift the sample a couple of points, and click 
on Mix. The effect is a lot less subtle than the 
stereo version, but can be just as effective in the 
right circumstances. 

ON A RAGGA TIP 

Another way to squeeze the last bit of life out of a 
dying rhythm sample, is to change the pfaying 
length and sample trigger positions from the nor- 
mal start of the bar. This is a technique much 
favoured by breakbeat and jungle techno groups 
like SL2 and The Prodigy, and works best at fairly 
fast BPMs. Play your breakbeat on lines D and 
32, and adjust the tempo so that the rhythms trig- 
ger in time, with no glitches. Mow trigger the 
sample on the following lines: 0,6 r 16,26,32,42,48, 
and 54. When you play this back, you'll have a 
rhythm track that sort of rolls around the beat - 
perfect for just adding a bassline and calling it 
your finished song I 

For a brutal stereo version of this, try playing 
the same sample on a different track (on the 
opposite stereo channel) at the following lines: 
0,10,16,22.32,38,43, and 53. You might even tike 
to go the whole hog and combine this with the 
stereo phasing effect 

Thai's just about ail from me, and normal ser- 
vice will resume next issue, with the return ot 
Tony Morgan. 

Remember, you don't have to stick to what I , 
or anyone else suggests, if you want to play 
ambient techno at 230 BPM in 15/16 tempo, go 
right ahead. OctaMED is a wonderfully- expres- 
sive program, and allows whatever musical talent 
you might have lurking inside you to get out and 
terrorise the rest of the world! ^b

CD32. The CD32 has a 6B020 rased at 1 4mhz and 
the Amiga custom graphics chips which create 
sprites, hardware scrolling with parallax scrolling, 
All chips share the same memory, creating a slow- 
down which results in the system running at just 
over 1 mip performance. 

The CD32 also has a chip for speeding up 3D 
graphics plus a Z80A at 4mhz. It also has the cus- 
tom graphics hardware in the Mega Drive section 
plus new graphics hardware in the Mega CD which 
creates Mode 7 type graphics like the Super 
Nintendo, but much faster (as seen in 
Trtunderhawk). These custom chips have their 
own allocated memory and so do not wait until 
other chips have finished- I'm not saying that the 
Mega CD is better than the CD32. In (act, neither 
impress me. But I do believe there are just a$ 
many reasons for buying a Mega CD as a CD32.

The problem isn't in the stats. True, fhe Mega 
CD can pull some fancy tricks that the CD32 
can't. The real truth is in the playing, however, 
and most Mega CD games just don't come up 
to scratch. Few colours, poor video quality and 
very lew actual playable games, and by that I 
mean games that aren't just animated 
sequences. Just compare the Mega CD version 
of Microcosm to the CD32, and you'll see that 
there's no real comparison. 

A LE SS BALANCED ARGUMENT 

As a totally biased CD32 owner I cannot see why 
the public buy the over-priced opposition. Take 
the CD-i tor example, sure it has built-in FMV, but 
you pay tor it don't you, along with the totally 
brick-shaped exterior, and a machine which only 
has films and rubbish adventures available The 
3DO is worse. £600 lor a machine without soft- 
ware, yet people buy it. 

Personally, I think that if Commodore had 
spent a little more time and money on the exterior 
of the CD32, it would have sold millions, not just 
tens of thousands. It looks too much like a Mega 
Drive, which is certainly going to put off your 
more mature buyer. What they want is something 
which looks more like a CD-i, which granted, 
looks bad, but doesn't look out of place beneath 
your video, like the CDTV. The rubbish shape 
and colour of the CD 32 mean that people take 
one look and think; "Low price - pity its a games 
machine.'' 

Ol course the CD32 is a games machine, but 
not totally, as the advent ol the FMV module 
demonstrates. The commodore dream machine 
truly is a Multimedia device, capable of handling 
anything the CD-i, 3DO or Jaguar can throw at ft. 

As l said earlier, the CD32 is a games 
machine capable ol chucking God knows how

A PROBLEM SOLVED 

A year ago I 1 wrote to you complaining about the 
lack ol math programs on the Amiga. 

However, in November I found a program 
called Maple V, writlen by Maple Software in 
Canada. I read in a USA magazine how it can do 
mathematical calculations. So I bought it, went 
home, tried to run rt on my A1 200. Of course it did 
not work, because you can't expect such a pro- 
gram to work without a FPU, 

After one or two months, l bought a MBX.1 2Q0z 
FPU board. Great! I Maple was working. Maple v* 
is as powerful as the PC Heavyweights Reduces 
and Mathematics. It uses 7Mb of hard disk space, 
It's fast even with a 14 Mhz &&S81 FPU. It solves 
equations, integrals and many more at the touch 
of a button. 

I think with the advent of A 1200 and A400Q, 
Amiga users began to use their machines in more 
serious and useful ways. 

Three years ago I was playing games only on 
my old A500. But now I am sofvmg problems with 
Maple V, writing letters with Final Copy, video 
titling with ScalaMM etc on my powerful AT200 
while most Of my PC-owning friends are only play- 
ing games on their expensive and ultra-fast (!) 
machines.
